The Disease Found at Every Sta- 
tion and Cross-Road on 
the Route. 


Little Change in the Reports from 
Louisiana and Mississippi 
Interior Towns. 


MEMPHIS. 
A ir IN THE COUNTRY. 
Special Dispatch to The Trioune. 

Mempuis, Tenu., Oct. 12.—Your correspond- 
ent has just returned from a 150 miles run out on 
the Memphis & Charleston Railway. Along the 
entire route the sight was sickening. The towns 
and villages are deserted, and present a dilapi- 
dated appearance. The citizens bar their doors 
against visitors from Memphis, while all around 
them their neighbors are sick and dying. It is 
for the relief of this class of people that the 
Howards have organized medicine and relief 
trains on both the Louisville and Cuarlestou 
railways, and they have found plenty to do. In 
the 300 miles run one or two barrels of meal 
were all tnat could be got on the route for love } 
or money. * 

EVERY STATION AND WOODPILE 
on the live of these roads has a number of cases,’ 
most all proving fatal. 

In Germantown there are twenty-six cases, 
Dr. J. A. Thompson, the only physician in the 
place, being among them. Colliersville has 
twenty-five cases, Possville five cases, Moscow 
ten cases. Somerville, the largest of the towns 
mentioned, perhaps 1,500 inhabitants, has been 
sorely afflicted, and reported forty new cases 
yesterday.

It is some two weeks 
since the fever entirely left him, and all he now 
needs is strength, which he is sure to obtain in 
the pure, bracivg, and healthful atmosphere of 
Chicago. The Captain, haying been in Holly 
Springs from the beginning of the fever, un- 
derstands the situation thoroughly, and can 
give facts and incidents which will show cop- 
clusively how great bas been the suffering and 
death and to what extent material aid is 
now needed, and will be needed for two 
months to come, in relieving the destitute and 
needy. With some 200 nurses to pay and feed, 
and other heavy expenses to mect, the daily 
demands upon the treasury of the Relief Com- 
mittee are very large, and the funds are nearly 
exhausted. Uniike New Orleans, Memphis, 
and Vicksburg, the funds sent to Holly Springs 
have been proportionately small, and, while 
some of the tormer cities declare they no 
longer need funds, Holly Springs, Jackson, 
and the other small towns still require aid in 
their distress. Capt. Tucker will return to 
Holly Springs and Jackson, Miss., the last of 
this week, and any contributions for either of 
these points can be leit with him or Potter 
Palmer, and a proper acknowledgement of the 
same will be duly made. Those interested, 
who wish to obtain a correct statement of the 
terrible suffering, destitution, and extent of 
disease and death at Holly Springs, the names 
of the dead, the bereaved, the sick, and the 
workers, can see Capt. Tucker at the Palmer 
House, where Potter Palmer is generously con- 
tributing to his comfort and restoration to 
health ere he returns again to the South. 

He says theſtelegraph report which appeared a 
few days ago in some of the papers, reflecting 
upon the physicians and several others at Holly 
Springs, are untrue; that a more temperate and 
hard-working corps of physicians could nowhere 
be found; that the telegraph operator aud ex- 
press agent attend faithfully to their duties: 
and that Col. Holland, Chairman of the Relief 
Committee, and agent of the Associated Press, 
who has already outlived the members of two, 
entire relief eommittees, is always at his post, 
and it is a great. wonder how he has been en- 
abled to endure the strain upon his physical and 
nervous system thus tong. Capt. Tucker has 
in his possession letters from the Reliet Com- 
mittee and physicians at Holly Springs to 
Murry Nelson, Chairman of the Relief Commit- 
tee of Chicago, Petter Palmer, and others, rela- 
tive to his services while at Holly Springs, and 
urging his immediate return. A letter received 
last evening from the Relief Committee at 
Holly Springs says: “Capt. Tucker has prom- 
ised to return to us after afew days.

Proposed Transfer of the Indian Bureau to 
the War Department.

He thought it would be a good taing for the In- 
dian if the transfer of the Indian Bureau was 
made to the army, but would not bea good 
thing for the officers, who didnot desrie this 
duty. He detailed instances of thefts and out- 
ragescommitted on Indians by civil Agents. 

Gen. Crook, who returned from the West this 
afternoon, gave it as his opinion that the trans- 
fer would be beneticial to the Indians. He be- 
lieved, if the change was made, that the com- 
manding officers of Departments should be va- 

able officers for Agents. He believed the 
ndians could be civilized in five years with 
proper facilities and instructions, with sufficient 
force to keep them quiet. He hoped, how- 
ever, the change would not. be made, as 
the duty of Indian Agents was not 
desirable, nor desired by army officers, as it 
was the hardest work a man could do. 

Gen. Williams, Maj. Evans, and Capt. Burt 
testified, their statements being in effect cor- 
roborative of the others. It was admitted that 
the civil Agents, if capable and honest men, 
could control the Indians if they had the power 
to enforce authority.

A QUEER STORY. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 12.—The report of 
the arrest of Burgess at Niles, Alameda Coun- 
ty, Thursday is not fully credited in police 
circles here, though evidently some arrest was 
made in that vicinity forsome purpose. For 
ten days a man calling himself Henderson, 
from Scotland Yard, London, has been iu and 
out of the city, making himself and bis errand 
known, which latter, he said, was the arrest of 
some English crimival; also, several times a 
man registering himself as Allan Pinkerton, of 
Chicago, has been seen with Henderson. They 
asked no aid from the local officers, and pro- 
ceeded about their business by themselves. 

Following is a synopsis of the story of the 
arrest from the Stockton papers: 

Yesterday Chief Detective Henderson, of 


London, and Charles Pinkerton, brother of, 


Allan Pinkerton, detective, of Chicago, succeed- 
ed in making the arrest at Niles, Alameda Coun- 
ty, of Burgess, the burglar who robbed the 
Bank of Engiand and killed Mc Williams, Assist- 
ant Cashier. Burgess murderea the banker by 
striking bim on the wrist with a ring in which 
was a lance that carried a deadly poison into the 
veins, producing instant death, He then took a 
pile of money, consisting of 1,000 sterling notes, 
the value of which was £250,000... The murder 
and robbery occurred Aug. 18, 1877. The bar- 
glar, after the robbery, was tracked by detect- 
ives through France and Switzerland to Vienna 
and London, then to New York, and thence to 
San Francisco. He then went to China, thence 
to Australia and back to San Francisco. July 
8 Lord Beaconsfield sent word to Henderson 
that Burgess had been seen in Australia. Hen- 
derson followed him to Australia, but was too 
late, as Burgess was on his way to San Fran- 
cisco. 

May 28, 1878, the burglar registered at the 
Baldwin Hotel as S. O’ Neil and wife, of Lon- 
don.“ Hethen went to Sacramento and regis- 
tered at the hotel as Samuel Anarews, of 
London.”? The detective here lost all track of 
him for several days, but by chance learned 
that a woman of the tou had in her possession 
a curious Kussian coin. They found the woman 
and obtained the coin and the description of the 
man who had given it to her, but he had left 
for Stockton, where he remained till 
Aur. 30. They followed him to Niles, 
where he was found with a pair of blankets 
strappea to his back and ready to start away. 
When confronted by the detective he said, 


' 
“Well, old man, you’ve got me at last,” and 


gave himself up. He had but $150 on his per- 
son, but acknowledged his quilt, and said that 
the greater part of the money was buried ina 
spot thirty miles out of London. He was taken 
to Sacramenty in irons; thence he will go di- 
rect to London. 

Burgess is a noted burglar, ‘having been in 
prison four vears on anotber charge. The de- 
tective traveled 22,000 miles before he caught bis 
man. 

This is the story as given to the Stockton 
apers by men purporting to be Henderson and 
"inkerton. After leaving Stockton trace of 
the men has been found, notwithstanding in- 
quiries along the line of the railroad and else- 
where. 

British Consul McLane Booker. here says he 
never heard of the rubbery or murder; did not 
know of the arrest, though he had heard of a 
man registering bimself as Henderson, of 

Scotland Yard.”’ The police here think that, if 
not a hoax, it concerns another affair, and this 
version is gives for the purpose of covering 
tracks.

As for Pinkerton’s 
force having anything to do with this, it is ut- 
terly without foundation. Allan Pinkerton is 
here, | am here; and Bob is in New York. 
There’s no such man as Charles Pinkerton con- 
nected with the firm or the family. I bave no 
uncie ofthat name. The whole thing.“ said 
Mr. Pinkerton, in conclusion, “is nothing less 
than a put-up job by a confidence man in Cali- 
fornia. That i know to be the case.“

A HOME-SICK CONVICT.

PuitaADeLpuia, Oct, 12.—Charles Langheimer, 
the prisoner in the Eastern Penitentiary who 
was made famous by asketch from Dickens’ 
pencil in his American Notes,“ after his re- 
lease from that institutiob, about a vear ago, 
concluded that he would go out to Michigan and 
try farming for a change upon his son-in-law’s 
place. His fare there was paid by a benevolent 
gentleman. .Agricuiture did not agree with 
him after his thirty odd years of incarceration, 
off and on, because, about a month ago, 
the Inspectors of the Eastern Penitentiary re- 
ceived a letter from the septuagenarian asking 
if the institution would receive him again, and 
would send the wherewith to bring him on. No 
answer was returned to him, and it was treated 
asawhim. Yesterday morning Mayor Stokely’s 
door-bell was rung vigorously, and a amall-sised 
old man, whose meagre features were framed in 
close cropped gray whiskers and hair, the last 
surmounted by a blie cap, stood before him 
and announced himself to be the noted prisoner. 
He said he had been promised work and wished 
the Mavor to give him a financial hit. He was 
so persistent that he was sent away to the Cen- 
tral Station in custody. The officials were non- 
plussed what to do with him, and at first 
thought of sending him to the House of Correc- 
tion.. Finally a magistrate made out a commit- 
ment for Charles Langheimer, 75 years old, to 
the County Prison, in default of $400 bail, to 
keep the peace. This was done to prevent any 
further anpovyance. 

The old fellow has no relatives in this coun- 
try. He stormed in his ceM when the reporters 
wanted tointerview him, and called them a 
pack of people who printed lies about him, and 
refused to talk. Since his first commitment to 
the Eastern Penitentiary in 1840 for five vears, 
which sentence be was serving out when Dick- 
ens saw him and alluded to him as 
» dejected, heart-broken criminal, whose 
life bas been cruelly torturea out of him 
by the solitary confinement system,” he has 
served about a dozen different sentences for 
larceny, and is still hale and vigorous. He 
speaks of the Penitentiary as home, and hereto- 
fore, as soon as released, would walk boldly 
into offices and snatch up things in order to be 
sent back again. He professes now to be averse 
to re-confinement in the fancifully-painted cell 
in which he has been lionized for several de- 
cades.

THE HOCKLEY HORROR. 
Correspondence St, Louis Globe- Democrat. 
Hockey, Tex., Oct. 1.—The “ Hockley hor- 
ror,“ as the Lynch tragedy and massacre are 
called, is still fresh ia the minds of the people 


of Texas. 

Geor& W. Lynch, a most respectable, honest, 
and honorable citizen—a native of Texas—a 
Master Mason in good standing—years ago mar- 
ried a Miss Hargrave, belonging to one of the 
most, reputable families of Central Texas.“ 
They lived happily together. Her husband 
built them a quiet and beautiful home in Waller 
County, seven miles northwest of Hockley. 

Besides the father and mother—the latter 
having died two weeks before the dark tragedy 
that usbered her offspring into eternity—the 
family, now in their graves, consisted ot the 
foliowing: Miss Garrie Lynch, a beautiful 
young girl of 17; Miss Loraine Lynch, her 
handsome young sister, aged 13 years; Lodie 
Lynch; Abigail Lynch; Jerome Lynch, aged 11 
years; China Lynch, Phebe Lynch, and Hayes 
Lynch. The last-mentioned was the innocent 
babe (a few weeks oid) bequeathed by the ten- 
der wife of Mr. Lynch tochis keeping, and which 
also perished in the conflagration set by the 
hand of the devilish assassin. 

A Globe-Democrat correspondent to-day called 
upon George W. Lynch, the father of the ill- 
fated tamiiy, who, since the affair, and the more 
effectually to recover from his wound, has been 
removed to Hockley, where alone, in the midst 
of his friends, his life is not deemed safe from 
the same infernal demons that sent his innocent 
children to their grave. When the correspond- 
ent alluded to his lost ones, the unfortunate 
man burst into tears and wept like a child. 
Said he: They say the bodies of ail my chil- 
dren were recovered from the ruins of my 
house ; but I know better; only six bodies were 
found.’ . 
 * What became of the other two, and was the 
body of Miss Carrie one of them!“ 

“I don’t know“; and Lynch, who is a strong 
man, mentally and physically, averted his gaze, 
and shed tears again. 

Hence the question arises among the horrified 
people of Texas, if the body of Miss Carrie 
Lynch, his untortunate girl, was not recovered 
from the ruins of the burned building, what has 
become of her? If she was not burned up with 
the other children, what was her fate? Abduc- 
tion! The future alone must answer. 

Lynch’s story is as follows: Alter attending 
to some farm duties, he entered his home about 
8 o'clock and lay down to seek repose in the 
midst of his eight motherless children. He in- 
tended arising again tofeed the baby, who, 
with Miss Carrie Lyuch, occupied a bed in a 
corner of the large hall, and near the fire- 
place. The other six children lay on beds in 
the same apartment. A lamp was dimly 
burning on the bureau. Lynch says when 
be lay down all the children were asleep, 
and the last he saw of Mizs Carrie 
she was siumbering with her face towards the 
little babe. It was past midnight, and the 
brilliant stars looked down upon the shadow 
that stealthily crept into the doomed home. 
Lynch was suddenly awakened by the report of 
a pistol and a ball piercing his bosom. His 
eyes were opened by the shock to perceive a 
dark object bending above him, No word was 
spoken. The demon fired again. This time 
the bali penetrated the breast under the collar- 
bone. He fell senseless. How long he was in- 
sensible he does not know. The next he re- 
members he was making his way out on the 
verandah, while a sheet of flame licked its red 
tongue out through the doorway. He was, in a 
narrow lane in front of his residence, encoun- 
tered by two of his, horrified neighbors, Lado 
and his brother-in-law, Hargrave. Lynch said, 
'm shot twice, and mychildren are all burned 
up. Look for them.“ The wounded man was 
taken to a neighbor’s house, that of Mr. Weaver. 

Just as the two neighbors came up the north 
wing of the building was falling in, aud the en- 
tire structure going down before the fierce flames 
that were wreathigg around the bodies of 
Lyuch's eight children—everything lie held dear 
on earth. Next day citizens collected. Coroner 
J. M. Pinckney held an inquest. The bodies 
were dug from the ruins,—bdurned into charred 
and blackened crisps;—aod a verdict rendered 
that they had come to their deaths from parties 
unknown, and that the children had met fou! 
play. Although parties were suspected, how- 
ever, neither the Coroner nor any other official! 
took any steps to make any arrest. There was 
but little investigation, in fact, which tallies 
with the subsequent course Of the Coroner in 
writting a communication to a local paper de- 
fecding one of Lynch’s neighbors from current 
suspicion, which had fastened upon him. The 
Coroner seems rather to seek to avert sus- 
picion than toinvestigate thecrime. In fact, the 
officials of Waller County, nor the people of the 
neighborhood where the crime was committed, 
have shown any disposition to ferret out this 
most damnable crime. Gov. Hubbard, however, 
who has ever shown a disposition to punisu 
crime, has offered a large reward for the assas- 
sins, which will in a short time bring them iu. 
For a day or two Lynch was unaware of the cer- 
tainty of the fate of his children, and until one 
of his friends, sitting by his bedside, said: 

George, it is my duty now to tell you that 
you have not a child on earth!“ 

It has been concluded by some of the best de- 
tectives that the eighgchildren had either been 
kiiled or rendered insensible before their father 
was aroused by the shot of the assassin. Their 
bodies were found in the exact position they oc- 
cupied when they lay down to sleep. Not one 
had even turned over or changed position. 
Some think they were chloroformed, 
and probably their father, who was only awak- 
ened from his stupor by the shock of the mur- 
derer’s bullet. This view is strengthened from 
the fact thatthe neighbors who first arrived 
heard no cry nor intant’s wail, as the flames 
formed their fiery windlug-sucets. It is argued 
that hadany of these innocent victims been 
alive or uninfluenced by some drug, the tirst 
shot at their parent would have awakened some 
one of them, who would have made their es- 
cape. The victims uttered no screams as they 
all went down iu their flery death. This it is 
that gives this unparalleled tragedy its inex- 
pressibie and thrilling horror. How long 
had these eight beautiful children been 
Killed before the conflagration was set, and how 
were they killed?. These are questions that 
still remain a dreadful and apparently iuscrut- 
able mystery. To-day a Globe-Democrat cor- 
respondent rode out to the scene of the 
murder, on Spring Creek. Hitching his horse 
to one of the fine shade trees in front of the 
ruined homestead,—now silent as the fresh 
graves filled by its inmates,—the correspondent 
walked the beautiful yard whose scorched 
shrubbery still bears marks of the destroying 
element, and strode over the blackened and 
charred ruins. It wasasad sight. Here was 
the exact spot where the burned bones of the 
beautiful young daughter were picked up; there 
where the charred skull of one of the smaller 
children was found. Clews-to the perpetrators 
of this, the most awful tragedy ever enacted in 
Texas, have been obtained, nor wili it be many 
weeks before the infernal devils who murdered 
the eight innocents will be in hands that will 
not stickle to send their blackened souls to hell 
iv the same fiery element that hissed above the 
bodies of their helpless victims. 

TERRITORIAL ITEMS, 

Satt Lake, Oct. 12.—The trial of Collett, for 
complicity in the Aiken murders, is still 
progressing, There is nothing in evidence to 
show that Collett did any killing. The evidence 
for the defense is that the corpses, although 
found, could not be identified, and that Collett 
was on a mission in Idaho at the time. 

Forty or fifty men were convicted at Malad, 
Idaho, for cutting timber for the Utah Nortb- 
ern Railroad on the Bannock Reservation, and 
sentenced to aggregate fines of about $9,000 
and six months’ imprisonment. This action 
delays the progress of the railroad.

GOLD. 


What Has Caused the Recent Advance in 
the Price of That Commodity. 
Speciul Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Lokk, Oct. 13.—The gold speculation 
continued to-day, the price rising to 1014, and 
remaining at that figure at the close. 

The Bulletin says: The real cause of the 
stringency of gold and the money market and 
the advance in gold is, making full allowance 
for the manipulation of the markets by stock 
speculators, that the old 444 per cent syndicate 
had vesterday to pay into the Treasury $3,000,000 
of gold, which had been in the banks, and to 
secure which the Treasury had held as collateral 
a larger amount of United States bonds, and 
that they had been notified that before the close 
of the months much larger amount must be 
settled for in the same way. 

“Strictly speaking, the settlement between 
the Syndicate and the Treasury was completed 
long ago. As we understand it, however, part 
of the gold which the Treasury received for the 
% ver cents was permitted to remain 
in the banks, and therefore in the mar- 
ket, the Treasury only requiring it should be 
property secured. There is no question that 
authority exists for such transaction, and there 
were strong considerations of policy affecting 
the gold and money markets, and incidentally 
the sale of 4per-cent bonds, in favor 
of pursuing this course.

TILDEN’S CIPHER. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN’S COMMENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 12.—Secretary 
Sherman in the course of an interview upon

DISASTERS. 
THE LIVERPOOL CATASTROPHE. 

LrverPoo., Oct. 12.—There were between 
4.000 and 5,000 persons tn the Coliseum Theatre 
last night when the terrible and fatal panic oc- 
eurred. It appears that one of the performers 
was singing a comic song when a free fight com- 
menced in the pit. The cry of “Fire” was 
raised, and there wasa general stampede for 
the box-vffice entrance, though there are said to 
have been five other doors open for the egress 
of the audience. The police inside and outside 
the theatre vainly endeavored to control the 
frantic crowd. The structure of the theatre at 
the point where the crush occurred is intricate. 
The exits converge into a narrow well,“ and 
it was in this well that the suffocations took 
place, and the dead were piled six or seven 
bodies deep. An upright partition in the centre 
ef the doorway stopped the passage until one 
of the men attached to the theatre cut it away, 
enabling some of the imprisoned people to es- 


cape. 

Ascene of the greatest excitement prevailed 
outside the theatre. The fire-engines and fire- 
escapes arrived, and the firemen, joining the 
police, entered the building to reassure the 
people. The manager of the theatre, upon the 
first alarm, rushed into the pit from the en- 
trance and shouted to the people to remain 
quiet, but all his efforts were ineffectual until 
the theatre had been nearly cleared, when the 
dead and injured were carried to the Royal In- 
firmary. Twoof the dead were women, three 
were boys, and thirty-two were strong, able- 
bodied men of the laboring class.

HIS SPEECH aT ROMANS. 

Pants, Sept. 19.—Yesterday, at Romans, in a 
circus erected for the occasion, to an audience 
pumbering 6,000 persons, M. Gambetta deliver- 
ed his speech of the season. After thanking

STREET-CLEANING IN PARIS. 
Paris Correspondence New York Worid. 

Paris, unlike many of her children, makes her 
first toilet the moment she rises. Formerly 
everv owner of a dwelling was bound by law to 
sweep the public road in front of his premises. 
He is now obliged to have it done by the public 
scavengers, at a rate proportioned to the im- 
portance of the quarter. The rate is 52 centimes 
per square metre in the first division,“ which 
includes the better quarters, and 24 centimes in 
the second. We have equality and fraternity in 
politics, but not exactly iu cleanliness—republic- 
aus as we are. The total rate levied on the city 
under this head is $560,400 a year. The cleans- 
ing is thoroughly dove. At an early hour in the 
morning Mollie, the housemaid, bas to bring 
down all the sweepings of her rooms and leave 
them in the gutter,—there are no ash-pits in 
Paris. Thenacartcomes around for the re- 
moval of this heavier refuse. Long before this 
the scavengers have begun to sweep the lighter 
impurities from the roadway into the gutters. 
The strip of sidewalk in front of each house is 
still swept by the occupant. The last vart of 
the work is to thoroughly flush and sweep the 
gutters, and when this is dove Paris has had her 
first morning wash. The business of the scav- 
engers is to maintain her in a state of com para- 
tive purity for the rest of the day, the principle 
being that the only way to keep a city ciean is 
never to allow it to get dirty. The scavenging 
is thus a sort of preventive. service against 
e matter in the wrong place.” 

The scavengers are organized in 122 brigades, 
each numbering from twenty-five to thirty 
hands (men and women), and officered by a 
„chief“ or aid.“ Most of the bands are em- 
ployed only in the morning, when the beaviest 
part of the work is to be done. The morning 
hands are called *‘ sweepers,” the all-day hands 
‘“eantonniers.”’ The last have to water the 
roads in summer, and keep them up to the 
mark in general cleanliness all the year round. 
The scavengers begin work at 3 * moruing 
in summer, and in the winter at 4, and bot h in 
winter and summer their dav, if cat tonniers,“ 
ends at 4 p. m. The hali day of the sweep- 
ers “ terminates at 10 a. m. There are 2,950 
scavengers of both grades, and 170 chiefs. The 
‘‘cantonniers ’’ are mostly employed in the most 
frequented quarters, where the sweeping is 
going on all day. In the other quarters the first 
cleansing is in many cases also the last. The 
2.950 scavengers mentioned above form the per- 
manent staff, but the total persons engaged in 
the service is at times largely increased by the 
‘auxiliaries,’ who are employed as the are 
wanted, and paid by the day, or rather by the 
half-day, as that is the more usual term of 
labor. The number of auxiliaries varies, of 
course, according to the season. At the pres- 
ent moment (summer time) there are 1,920 on 
the books,—paid from 1 franc to 1 franc 75 
centimes for their mornine’s work. Add theee 
to the number given above, and we have in 
round numbers a total of about 5,000 brooms at 
work in Paris day by dav. Reckoaing the area 
at about twenty-five square miles, this gives 200 
scavengers to the mile, or more if we make the 
considerable allowance due for the space occu- 
pied by the houses. 

Part of the work of sweeping is done by ma- 
chine-brooms set in motion by a horse going at 
a walking pace. Each machine costs $200, and 
it will sweep 6,000 square yards an hour. A 
man working with the broom can do but 600; 
the machine, therefore, does the work of ten 
men. It is used only on the larger thorough- 
fares. It has been found that the washing of 
the roadways tends largely to their preserva- 
tion. They are, therefore, thoroughly drench- 
ed aud scoured every five or six days. The or- 
dinary watering of the streets to keep down 
the dust begins on the 1th of March on the 
macadamized pavements, and from a fort- 
night to à month later on the pavements of 
asphalt and stone. A lew years ago the water- 
ing was done solely by carts; it is now done 
partly by means of india-rubber-hose covering a 
large circumference, aud easily transferred from 
piug to plug in the streets. This system is 
cheaper by half than the old one of water-carts, 
thouch the latter is still in extensive use. Of 
the 8,500,000 square metres of surface watered 
every day, 6,173,000 are covered by means of the 
350 carts, the remainder by hand. The carts 
belong to the city. The service of horse and 
driver is performed by contract at $50 a mont u 
for each vehicle. Down to 1871 the removal of 
street-refuse was farmed out, the “ farmers 
paying so much for the privilege of removing 
the mud, etc., to sell as manure. This, 
ever, was found to work badiy, and the work is 
now, I believe, done by contract, the city re- 
taining its ownership of the refuse removed; 
but on this point I am not quite clear.

THE PARIS CATACOMBS. 
Paris Correspondence New York Graphic. 

Visited the Catacombs. Down among 3,000,- 
000;of dead Gauls. Visiting days, Thursdays 
and Saturdays of each weck. Free. Required 
to be provided with a candle. Went down with 
800 visitors. Waited an hour in the court-yard 
on the Boulevard d’Enfer. In English it means 
“Boulevard of the Infernal Regions.“ Nice 
name for a road leading to a graveyard. 
Frenchy. Each of the 300 had a candle. 
Waited for the vault doors to open. Lit can- 
dies. Waited. Blew’em out. Waited again. 
Lit candles. Waited. Blew*em out. Occupa- 
tion of the 300 for an hour. Gate opened at 
last. Opened at the end of court-yard, where 
least expected. Lit candles again. -Terrilic 
rush to get through first. Never thought 
people could be ‘so adaxious to get 
into the dark and silent tomb. Men, women, 
girls, candies, boys, Americans, Germans, 
French, unlit candies, Italians, Russians, can- 
dles, Scandinavians, lighted candics, English 
and Irish, all squeezed pell-mell together. This 
in broad daylight, within 200 feet of the door to 
the dark and silent tomb. Candles burned 
whiskers, clothes, lace, and blacked faces. Man’s 
arm straight up in the air. Couldu't get it 
down again for pressure of crowd. Lighted 
candle in his hand. Stearine running down on 
$300 dress below. Lace polouaise, silk velvet 
skirt. Her eandle lit, too, and burning hole 
through rim of man’s hat. Silk hat. Policemen 
blowing candies out. Aiso working hard to get 
us in a file. Then it rained. Candies put out, 
umbrellas put uo. Slow approach to Catacomb 
door. Narrow. Down ninety-two steps. 
Twenty minutes’ walk through under- 
ground passages. Material, stone, and no 
variety of scenery. Wondered where the bones 
came in. Arrived at last to skeletons. Walls 
of them. Thigh and arm bone walls as high as 
one’s shoulders. Ornamented bottom, middle 
and top with three rows of sculls. Middle 
frieze of skulls and cross bones. Color of 
bones, black walnut. Some growing fungi. 
No smell. Clavicles, sternums, tibulas, fibulas, 
ribs, vertebrae, phalangeal, digital, and metacar- 
pal bones piled up at random behind wails. 
Tons on tonsof splendid fertilizing material 
lying here yielding no profit. Thought sadly 
of the apples, pears, and peanuts it might raise 
if grqaund up and properly utilized. Man ahead 
of me, probably dentist. He kept pulling out 
skull’s teeth. Eveto business. Hands ditto.

Very quiet 
now. Eyeless sockets out of which eyes looked 
at the head of Louis XVI. when it rolled into 
the basket. Very quiet. Still, night and day 
they kept on grinning at the bare 
recollection. That is, as well as the 
lack of under laws would allow § skulls 
to grin. Curious commingling here of under 
jaws. Duchess and tish-woman, Marquis and 
shoemakers’ cheek by jowl. Girls’ ribs and 
blacksmiths’ shanks across each other. ‘lvoe 
bone of Count and finger bones of old washer- 
woman side by side. Skull of idiot and philos- 
opher touching each other. Crossbones of inf 
del and priest wired together. But when these 
dry bones arise, according to programme, won’t 
there be a row before they’re all set right again? 

Came out to air and sunshirie about a mile 
from starting-place. Men more or less streaked 
with stearine and white mud. Women ditto. 
Gave our half-burned candles to old women at 
exit door. Ditto the 300. Somebody makes a 
haul of candles each visiting day. Catacombs 
good investment for Paris. Keep strangers in

MARRIAGE IN RUSSIA. 
London Full- Mall Gazette. 

Russian marriages are generally arranged 
through priests. A well-bred bridegroom must 
present a gift to a monastery and another to his 
parish-church; the bride, through her friends, 
is expected to clothe some statue of the Virgin 
with a gown of silver brocade, enriched with 
more or less jewels according to the piety of 
the donor; and in some parts of Southern 
Russia she adds a gift of two white doves to 
the Pope, which looks rather like a relic of the 
worship of Venus. The consent of parents is 
necessary for a marriage until the age of 36 in 
the case of men, 25 in that of women; but young 
people are at liberty to appeal to the civil 
authorities if consent be arbitrarily withheld. 
In this event the parents are called upon to 
show reason for their refusal. The reason must 
not be mercenary, unless one of the young 
people be heir to a landed estate; then the 

uestion is referred to the Marsh@l of 
the nobility in the district, whose decis- 
ions are upon expediency rather 
than upon fixed principles. hese appeals are 
rare, bécause the Russians are a marrying peo- 
pie, and dispose of their children early.

Origin of Words.

Many of the commonest words in use at the 
present dav have a sufliciently curious origin. 
‘** Dollar’? goes back to the days when the silver 
of Joachims-Thal, in Saxony, was so highly es- 
teemed that the country-folk, in taking pay for 
their produce, were wont to say: Give us a 
Joachims-Thaler, —a name which, shortened 
into Thaler, is the lineal ancestor of dollar.“ 
It gave occasion for ome of the keenest jests in 
history under Frederick the Great, whose new 
coinage, with the inscription, “Zin Reichs- 
thaler (one State dollar), was read by the 
conquered Saxons, Ein Reich stahler“ (he 
The cruel Coant of Merode,who 
attained an evil pre-eminence among the ruffian- 
ly leaders of the Thirty-Years’ War, gave to his 
followers the name of Merodeurs,’’ since cor- 
rupted into marauders. The now familiar term 
„ roue,“ originally applied to malefactors bro- 
ken on the wheel (roue), was first used in its 
present sense of debauchee by the Duke of 
Orleans, in 1716, with reference to his roystering 
boon-companions. The latter deci that it 
implied their readiness to be broken on the 
wheel for their master’s sake; but the Duke, 
when appeaied to, unflatteringly explained it as 
merely signifying that they richly-deserved such 
a fate.

The Great Frenchman at His 
Home in Guernsey. ; 


House- Its Inmates and Ist 
Treasures. 


Translated for The Tribune from the Paris Figaro. 

People may remember a strange rumor circu- 
lated on the Boulevards a short time ago,—a 
rumor of which several journals made mention. 
It was reported that, at the conclusion of the 
Literary Congress presided over by Victor 
Hugo, grave disorders were noticed in the phys- 
ical, and even intellectual, condition of the 
great poet. As, in short, Victor Hugo sud- 
denly left Paris, and as we had little or no news 
of him, it appeared to me interesting to follow 
him to Guernsey, and to get, if it were possible, 
a glance at Hauteviile House. That desire gave

me the opportunity of making one of the pret- 


tiest journeys imaginable. I especially recom- 
mend it to independent tourists who like to 
move out of the beaten paths. A few days at 
Guernsey do more good, I affirm, to ti Parisian 
nerves than a month in the Alps or Pyrenees. 
At Guernsey, in the open ocean, one can imag- 
ine himself on a large ship laden with perfumed 
gardens, woods, and preity little houses,— 
breathing the saline of the sea in all security, 
in a climate alike unknown to excesses of heat, 
cold, or dampness. 


It is perfectly true that Victor Hugo bad been 
sent here (Guernsey) by order of his physician. 
The latter recommended that he should not 
work or receive visitors. He had his biood 
warmed by the sittings of the Congress and by 
the discussions in which he took so prominent a 
part,—this in the middie of one of the hottest 
summers ever known to Paris. Moreover, the 
existence to which he was condemned at Paris 
was dangerous for a man of 76 years, however 
robust and well-preserved he might be. After 
the evening-meal, always a very copious one for 
Victor Hugo (for he is a good liver, as Balzac 
was, and as Sardou is), he used to stay in his 
drawing-room, in the Rue de Clichy, breathing 
an air heated by gas,—receiving at every step 
the homages of acrowd of flatterers who pressed 
around him like the faithful around their Goa. 
It is not astonishing that this brain, already 
overcharged and excited, felt a moment’s lassi- 
tude. Victor Hugo has, therefore, come here 
to stop afew weeks of the holiday-time that 
still remaius to him before the opening of the 
Legislative Chambers. He bas with him the 
two little children of Charles Hugo, George and 
Jeanne, aud M. and Mme. Lockroy. 

For the first eight days the great man re- 
mained completely shut in. His house saw no 
one and received no one. The door was closed 
to his most intimate friends, even tothe old 
gentlemau of the island, whowas an almost 
daily guest during the fourteen years’ exile. 
The poor old fellow wandered through the 
streets of St. Pierre, repeating in mournful 
tones, I have found Victor’s door closed.“ 

At the eud of a week the life-giving and 
salubrious air of Guernsey had done its good 
work. The door of Hauteville House was 


opened, and a man carrying curiously-formed 


instruments entered. This man was a photog- 
rapher. Victor Hugo, knowing what he had to 
do. put his right hand in his waistcoat, took a 
meditative anu sombre air, and placed himself 
in the corner of his balcony, facing the ocean,— 
the one looking at the other. The photographer 
religiously took the last pose of the great man. 
Finished, Hugo invited the artist to breakfast, 
that he might finish his work, after digestion! 
This is the fact, and not the joke of a cor- 
respondent in good humor. It must be said 
that Victor Hugo adores photography. 
No ceiebrated man has occupied bim- 
self more than he with the trouble 
of snowing himself and posterity under 
all forms and in all imaginable situations. It 
is generally supposed that he passed the eight- 
een years of the Empire in cursing it in prose 
and verse. We must renounce this illusion. it 
is not so. He passed the time of his exile in 
getting himself photographed! Thus Guern- 
sey bas become the Paradise of photographers. 
There is one there at the present time who has 
a suug little fortune, the larger part of which 
he made in photographing Hugo. Another is 
just commencing. It is the one who took the 
pose of which 1 have just spoken, soon to be 
made public. Two or three more journeys to 
Guernsey, and this photographer will be inde- 
pendent. 


At the present moment Hauteville House is 
almost filled with the family and guests of 
Hugo. There is, first of all, Mme. Chenav, 

ife of the engraver. She is a sister of Mme. 

ugo, and, therefore, sister-in-law of the poet. 
It is she who is charged with the keeping of 
Hauteville House, and she lives there the whole 
year through. Mme. Juliette Drouet, the de- 
voted friend, does the honors of the apartments 
of the Rue de Clicby, at Paris. The poet owed 
his safety in the coup d’etat of the- 2d of De- 
cember, 1852, to her, it is said. 
Mme. Lockroy, the widow of Charles 
Hugo. M. Lockroy, who divides his time evenly 
between Paris and Guernsey. Thetwochildren of 
Mme. Lockroy, George and Jeanne, both super- 
latively beautiful, especially little George, who 
resembles the. sculptured god of a Grecian 
artist. Mme. Menard, a friend of Lockroy’s, 
daughter of Dorian, the Minister of Public 
Works during the siege of Paris. Little Mlle. 
Menard, 5 or 6 years old. M. Richard Lesclide, 
the private secretary of the poet. Lastly, the 
nephew of Mme. Drouet, and his son, who is 
the same age as little George Hugo. I ought 
also to mention an occupant of another kind, 
but one who has more notoriety than those of 
the others. It is Senat, who always bears upon 
his collar the famous verses: 
Je voudrais qu'au logis quelqu'un me ramenat. 
Mon etat: chien; mon maitre: Hugo; mon nom: 

Senat. 

This greyhound, often seen trotting along in 
the streets of Guernser behind the petticoats of 
Mme. Chenay, has never leit Hauteville House, 
and it is probable that he will end his days in 
exile. M. Hugo. who is a Senator, would ao 
well, it seems to me, out of raspect to his col- 
leagues, to change the name of his dog. 

The recent arrival of Mme. Drouet’s nephew 
has brought up tothirteen the number of guests 
at Hauteville House. In presence of this fatal 
number, Victor Hugo has ordered a table to be 
~jaced iu the dining-room for the four children. 

hose seated at the table will then number 
nine. This superstition the venerable Hugo ex- 
plained at breakfast the other morning. His 
son Charles died at Bordeaux on a 13th, and 
there were just thirteen in the car in which they 
rode together to Bordeaux. 

For the reasons of health that I have already 
pointed out, M. Hugo is far from being as act- 
ively employed asiormerly. One of the com- 
panions oi bis exile lately told me that in for- 
mer days the poet was always up at 5 o’clock in 
the morning. He would swallow two fresh 
eggs and a cup of black coffee; then set to 
work, without truce, till 1 in the afternoon. 
To-day he gets up much tater, scarcely works at 
all before breakfast, takes a turn in his little 
garden, reads or writes for an hour or two, gets 
into a carriage about 3, and returns to dinner at 
7. He appears rather sad, speaks little at the 
table, and does not cheer up till even- 
ing, when Mme. Lockroy sits down to 
the piano and makes the children dance. The 
old poet looks at them with tenderness; ad- 
dresses them a compliment or word of advice; 
forgets everybody, so as to be able to occupy 
himself with those little beings whom, as we all 
know, he adores. Jeanne has light hair falling 
over her forehead, a la chien, as | believe this 
latest fashion is called. 

„wish you would brush back your hair.“ 
said her grandfather to her, the other day. 
„ Woman, like man, should go through this 
world with uacovered brow.”’ 

After he called: Citizen Jeanne, now be 
superb.“ The little one Jaises her head bigh, 
throws back her hair, and, after she has been 
enough admired, jumps upon the old man's 
knees, where she is covered with Kisses. 


1 have just visited Victor Hugo, at Hauteville 
House,—that house made immortal by the 
works dated thepce. 

The Capital of Guernsey is St. Pierre, a little 
town in the form of an amphiteatre, on the 
seaside; the red tiles of the houses and the 
bordering frames give it a very gay appearance. 
Ove of the narrowest streets of St. Lierre is 
called Hauteville street. Need we add that it 
is bere that the poet’s bouse is situated! The 
dweiling from the exterior is nothing extraor- 
dinarv. It is moderately high, two-story, 
gray, dismal, without elegance, when seen 
trom the sad and solitary street. It does not 
even possess, in view, a pretty little garden, like 
the greater number of houses in Guernsey, usu- 
ally before the door, to make it graceiu! and 
coquettish. Two solitary green oaks balance 
their branches at the entrance. We enter at 
once, and feel ourselves in an exceptional 

—one possessed and arranged by an art- 
ist. To the dining-room! One whole side is 
decorated with old squares of faence,—forming, 
so to speak, a wall,—with most original effect. 
In this is encrusted old Rouen disbes, insteau of 
being suspended by a wire arrangement. The 
effect is admirable. A old Rouen 
china, of Notre Dame de Bon 
over the repasts. One 1s quite as to find 
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bair represents. You are answered: “ [be 
ancestors. In truth, on the back is painted the 
family-arms, with this haughty device: 

Too Hugo. 


We go up-stairs to the first floor by a narrow, 


dark staircase, entirely carpeted with a sort of 
felt carpet, now a little the worse for wear. 
Mirrors here and there appear to our view. (1 
counted fifty-six in the whole house.) We are 
now in tae back gallery. Itis a magnificent 
room of enormous value, crowdedjeven to over- 
burden with objects of taste and princely luxu- 

Here is a dais supported by four beautiful 

It-bronze statues, such as one might think to 

ave been stolen from a museum at 
Venice. The walls groan beneath bangiugs of 
tapestry ornamented with pearls a birds 
wrought in gold. They formerly belonged. to 
Christine, of Sweden. and. I believe, decorated 
her bedroom at Fontainebleau. Hugo bought 
them at a fabuious price, estimated to be but 
one-fourth of their real value. Antique Chinese 
silk-stuffs cover the ceilings of this marvelous 
room. 

in the centre is a long table, before which are 
ranged arm-chairs. On the middle one of these 
is readin gilt, Pater; on the one at the right, 
Mater; and on the left-hand side one, Filius, 
and underneath this, Amatus-amat. 

At the end of this large chamber is Garibaldi’s 
bed. Hugo offered the Italian hospitality after 
the affair of Mentana, but Garibaldi never came 
to sleep in the bed. In tne evening, if I may 
believe the indiscretion of a servant, Victor 
Hugo comes and spreads his clothes upon this 
bed that they may not get any bad folds. 

Beside this is the famous writing-table with 
the inkstands. It is asouvenir in honor of 
Mme. Victor Hugo. List to the story: 

One dav, passing through the market-place in 
Guernsey, Mme. Hugo saw a bit of a child, 6 
months old, carried by a little girl of no more 
than 5 summers, who did not know how to get 
along with her load. The little nurse staggered, 
cried, suffered. Undoubtediv the mother of 
these poor children was absent earning a liveli- 
hood for herself and her family. She had, 
therefore. contided the care of her jast-born to 
another of her childreu. Mme. Hugo thought 
of all this, and, moved by pity, conceived the 
idea of founding a nursery at Guernsey, to 
which mothers might send their children while 
they were at work. To raise the necessary funds 
she organized a grand bazar—a charity sale. 
She had the idea of asking the four greatest 
writers of the age for their inkstands, with an 
autograpb showing their authenticity. The four 
writers were Alexandre Dumas, Lamartine, 
George Sand, Victor Hugo. They replied to the 
appeal of the generous woman, and each sent 
the inkstand with which he had written a 
chef-d ’oeuvre. The table was put uo for sale 
at 2,500 francs, but did not find a purchaser in 
Guernsey. Victor Hugo bought it, and kept it 
for himself. 

Around the Garibaldi bed are some rsre 
Gobelin tapestries. One of these pictures a 
naval combat. The servant who shows the 
house to visitors said, one day, in pointing out 
this marine subject: 

Look, sir; this represents the Battle of 
Waterloo. The big man ina splendid uniform 
is Wellington. The little Admiral in front is 
Napoleon.“ 

Garibaldi’s room leads to a conservatory. 
The interior is entirely covered with a vine, 
from which clustering grapes hang at this mo- 
went. ugo comes here very often to seck re- 
pose, Or read. Later, when we entered, he was 
there. On the table 1 saw a ſew books,—a 
novel, Manette Solomon,“ and a volume of 
Spanish poems,—the illustrated journals, and 
pamphlet with the last grand speech of Hugo, 
at the Literary Congress. 

We now go to the top story, or, to speak 
more exactly, we go vn to the roof. The poet 
has had a belvedere built there, which he uses 
as a study. It is impossible to conceive a finer 
view than one gets from tifis aerial 
room of glass. Hard was for 
us to leave this enchanting 
spot. At our fect the furthermost rocks of 
Guernsey plunge themselves into the sea. 
Kverywhere the great ocean. At the extreme 
point of the port we view the old castle and the 
red-coated soldiers of Great Britain. Iu front, 
the Islands of Herm and Sark bar the horizon 
like a colossal dyke. On the right the lines of 
Jersey are vaguely to be seen, alwavs in a per- 
petual fog. And finally, in the far, far dim dis- 
tance, the coast of France. But it takes clear 
weather to viewit. This is the magical pano- 
rama before which Victor Hugo has worked ior 
sixteen years. 


When I descended, I found the old face under 
a buge straw hat. in his garden, playing with 
bis little granddaughter, and following. with 
rapt attention the frolics of young George 
Hugo, who was blowing with terrible effort a 
tiny craft across the fountain-basin.

NO COUNTY BONDS. 

We presume that the County Board will 
not be dissuaded from the purpose of sub- 
mitting the proposition for $500,000 of new 
bonds to a vote of the people at the coming 
election. It is a Ring measure, and Ring 
measures, as a rule, find an easy passage tn 
the Board. The Ring have everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by submitting this 
proposition. If defeated, as it eon to be, 
they will be no worse off than the are now, 
and, if successful, they will be able to plun- 
der more than ever. No matter how many 
parties or how many tickets there may be in 
the field this fall, every party should vote 
against the proposition, and every ticket 
printed should bear the words, Against the 
Issue of County Bonds.” The Ring will 
make an effort to convince the 
people that work on the Court- 
House will be suspended unless the 
bonds be voted. This is not true. They 
made the same representations last year 
when they wanted the bonds voted, and yet 
the work has gone on steadily, though the 
people refused to vote the bonds. The 
County Board have authority to tax property 
to the amount of 75 cents on every $100 of 
valuation. They will impose this tax to the 
utmost limit just so long as the Board is 
governed by a Ring, and the people cannot 
help themselves. But the Board cannot 
issue bonds without the consent of the peo- 
ple. If they be authorized to raise $500,000 
on bonds, then they will have a separate 
fund for prosecuting the work on the Court- 
House, and they will exhaust the full amount 
raised by taxation on the general expenses of 
the county. But if they be not permitted to 
borrow $500,000, then they will save enqugh 
out of the general tax-levy to go on 
with the Court-House work. To refuse to 
vote the bonds \ be equivalent to an actu- 
al saving of about $150,000 a year; to vote the 
bonds will be equivalent not only to squan- 
dering the $150,000 of the general tax-levy 
that might otherwise be saved, but also to 
giving the Ring an opportunity for still fur- 
ther plunder out of the borrowed fund. 
This is so clear and evident a proposition 
that every man must comprehend it, and 
nothing that the Ring members or their as- 
sociates can urge will change the fact as we 
have stated it. Not one dollar should be in- 
trusted to the County Board (so long as it 
shall remain in the hands of a Ring) which 
the Board has not the lawful means of forc- 
ing from the people. It would be the sheer- 
est folly to provide a special fund of half a 
million for the Ring to steal from, in addi- 
tion to the enormous tax-levy they exact. 


CONDITION OF LABOR IN CHICAGO. 

There are some reasons why the condition 
of the laboring men of Chicago should be as 
unsatisfactory as that of the laboring men of 
any other city in the country. During the 
three years succeeding the fire of 1871 there 
was a demand for labor here altogether un- 
paralleled, and the work of rebuilding and 
high prices paid for all classes of labor at- 
tracted men to this city by thousands and 
tens of thousands. These newcomers re- 
mained in large numbers after the rush of 
rebuilding was over and after the panic had 
operated to reduce wages and suspend jobs 
already undertaken. ‘The laboring classes 
have been increased in this city also by the 
fact that Chicago has enjoyed the reputation 
of having suffered less than most other cities 
from the hard times, and by the growth of 
the manufacturing industries during the last 
few years. All these things have had a 
tendency to induce laboring men to come 
here, and the natural result of large 
immigration during the period of de- 
pression is that the supply of labor 
should exceed the demand therefor,—a con- 
dition which inevitably entails the greatest 
suffering. The conclusion we desire to draw 
from these statements of facts is, that if, 
in spite of the tendency toward an over- 
stocked labor market, there is no serious lack 
of employment in this city, then the general 
complaints of suffering and starvation among 
the masses throughout the country are utter- 
ly untrustworthy. 

In order to ascertain the actual condition 
of the labor market in Chicago, Tae Tris- 
une detailed a reporter during the past week 
to visit a large number of manufactories and 
other business enterprises employing labor- 
ers, and to inquire into the relative demand 
for labor and wages paid as compared with 
the same season during the past few years. 
A score or more large employers were vis- 
ited, who had an aggregate of about 5,000 
men at work in various capacities, and, while 
the individual experience varied somewhat, 
there was a universal agreement that there 
is now good, steady employment at living 
wages for all men willing to work. Atsome 
places there was ademand for more ldborers 
than were actually at work ; at others there was 
no demand, but there were no applications ; 
at others still there were a few applications 
for work which could not be satisfied. There 
was also a variation in the wages paid, not 
only in skilled labor, the compensation for 
which naturally depends upon the capa- 
bility of the workman, but also for common 
day-labor, which is usually rated everywhere 
alike. Some employers were paying day- 
laborers $1, others $1.10, and others $1.12}. 
This variation may mean in some cases that 
certain employers, having a good set- of 
hands, pay them a little above the average 
rate to make sure of retaining them, but it 
would also indicate that the demand for 
labor is growing, since employers are willing 
to run up the wages in order to get the num- 
ber and kind of laborers they want. In 
many of the trades, assurance was given that 
there is nota single capable workman out of 
employment, and the wages paid for skilled 
labor range from 2 to $7 a day. The testi- 
mony on all sides wasto the effect that 
laboring men now receive wages that enable 
them to purchase more at ruling prices than 
they were able to procure at inflation prices 
when their wages were nominally higher. 

Tue Trrpune’s investigation fully warrants 
the conclusion that the laboring classes in 
this city are as well off to-day as they have 
ever been except in times of unusual activity, 
such as the two or three years succeeding the 
destruction of the city by fire. Complaints 
about lack of employment come from just 
two classes, viz: (1) Aset of loafers always 


to be found in large cities who desire to be 


classed among the workingmen, but who, as 
a matter of fact, never do a stroke of work 
unless they are compelled to ; and (2) a class 
of discontented workingmen who fancy they 


‘are imposed upon because employers can no 


longer afford to pay the exceptional wages 
that prevailed during the overwrought 
activity of the rebuilding period. As to the 
loafers and bummers, there is no reason to 
believe that they are more numerous 
now than they are ordinarily; they never 
shoulder a pickax or carry a hod, no matter 
how active the demand for labor may be, 
but they grow noisier and more offensive 
when the labor market is weak. As for the 
class of discontented workingmen who 
spend a large part of their time unprofitably 
in looking up higher wages than any class of 
employers can afford to pay, they will be 
forced to admit sogner or later that such 
wages can never rule for any length of time 
as were paid in Chicago during the hurry 
and excitement of rebuilding the city, and 
they ought to learn from the uniform expe- 
rience of laboring men that abnormally high 
wages Wlually imply such high prices for 
everything which they consume that the 
margin of their earnings is smaller than 
when their wages are nominally less but 
really purchase more. 

The result of Tar Trisune’s investigation 
of the condition of the laboring classes in 
this’ city is highly important in estimating 
the sincerity of those people who are basing 
the demand for fiat money upon the alleged 
starvation of some four millions of people in 
this country. If there is nobody starving in 
Chicago, and if practically all the men who 
are capable of working and are willing to 
work at living wages are actually employed, 
then it may reasonably be concluded that 
the condition of the workingmen throughout 


the country is very far from being so deplor-' 


able as the demagogues represent itto be. If 
they told the truth, it would not follow that 
their panacea of rag-money would help mat- 


ters; but, as they have exaggerated and mis- } 


represented the real condition of things, it 
does follow that there is no necessity for 
making this or any other desperate experi- 
ment. There is no class of people who 
would suffer so much from the proposed 
folly of debasing the currency of the coun- 
try as the workingmen, whose condition is 
falsely@et up as the basis of the movement. 


THE CORRUPTION FUND AT ELECTIONS. 
The public have been regaled during the 
present campaign“ by the disclosure of 
how the inside machinery of local politics is 
operated. Perhaps it was news to the ma- 
jority of people who are not office-seekers 
that the road to office by popular election is 
a costly one; the toll-gatherers are numer- 
ous and exacting. The disclosure recently 
made was the publication of the list of what 
is called assessments madé@ by the De- 
mocracy upon persons who happen to have 
secured nominations for elective offices, 
When a man becomes a candidate, at the 
urgent solicitation of his friends,” the first 
step is tosecure a nomination from the party 
to which he belongs. For this purpose he 
must mterest himself among the ward and 
precinct operators, who compose a numerous 
and a very distinct profession. These men 
work for gain. To enlist them in one’s be- 
half, or to negotiate their opposition, re- 
quires the expenditure of money. These 
men are either probable delegates, 
or they are active agents in the 
selection of delegates. After weeks 
of time spent by candidates in visiting wards, 
making speeches, and enduring much that is 
disagreeable, but at the same time very ex- 
pensive, the day for electing delegates ar- 
rives. At this stage the candidate has 
learned, if the office he seeks is classed as a 
profitable one, that to secure a nomination 
he must do one of three things: 1. He must 
select a controlling * of delegates by 
paying men beforehand; 2. He must con- 
tract with some firm of 3 brokers to 
secure the election in the eighteen wards of 
a majority of the delegates tothe Nominating 
Convention, who g- be paid before the Con- 
vention meets; or, 3. Ite must, after the 
delegates are elect 14 and perhaps after the 
Convention meets, purchase the votes of a 
sufficient number to nominate him. As there 
are always several candidates seeking the 
nomination, the cash offer for votes, to be 
successful, must exceed that of any other can- 
didate, and, as often happens, must be in 
addition to what some other candidate 
already paid, or contracted to pay. 
e code in such cases is that 
a purchase only gives title until some other 
person bids higher, and that the last pur- 
chaser is entitled to the property. Having 
thus obtained the nomination (we will say 
for Sheriff), and paid up all his bills, he is 
required to attend a meeting of the candi- 
dates, in the presence of the Committee ap- 
pointed to conduct the campaign. It is 
assumed, and understood, that ‘ soap” 
(that is, money) is necessary, and the Com- 
mittee proceeds to determine how much 
soap will be required.. Ordinarily, $1,500 
would be ample to pay all the honest and 
legitimate expenses of each party at an 
election; but the sum designated by the 
Committee ranges from $10,009 to $30,000 
on each side, the amount depending on the 
number and value of the officers to be elect- 
ed. The aggregate is then apportioned, or 
„assessed, upon the several candidates, 
who are required to pay up within a certain 
number of hours. Taking the assessments 
of a number of elections by the two parties, 
the following thay be put down as about the 
average tariff paid by candidates, after nomi- 
nation, and payment of which is considered 
to be essential to the support of the party—

This assessment is vaid into the gen- 
eral fund. At once, upon being nominated, 
the candidate becomes the victim of personal 
demands for money. Every imaginable 
pretext is presented for these demands, and, 
so firmly established is the rule, he must 
pay out day by day, and it is a common oc- 
currence that the opposing candidates pay 
money to the same individuals. This con- 
tinues to the last hour of closing the polls. 
Taking the case of Sheriff, let us follow the 
man who may be elected, aud seé how he 
fares financially. His salary is limited by 
law to $7,000 a year. His only other source 
of income is such profit as he may make on 
the allowance for feeding the prisoners in 
the jail. He has of necessity to employ a 
legal firm to protect him in the courts and 
to advise him in his extensive civil business, 
and this will average $5,000 a year. He is 
beset day and night for every imaginable 
form of contribution, and at every election 
daring his term (fall and spring) he has as 


an officeholder to contribute to the party 
fund, and is to be paymaster on 
every social oc Let us state his ac- 
count under these ‘at the close 
of his term of 2 he have 
no other income trom t save what 
e The gross sum 
paid the Sheriff for feeding the prisoners is 
$45,500 a year. He is paid 35 cents per day 
for each prisoner, of which from 15 to 20 
cents is regarded as clear profit. Look at 
the account:

This leaves the Sheriff at the end of two 
years with $21,000 profit, or at the rate of 
$10,500 a year. If he have the good sense 
to abandon the office at that time he will 


escape with some kind of a compensation for 


the two years in office. If, however, he, 
obeying the impulses of all men holding 
office, shall seek another nomination and 
election, he will find himself subjected to 
more than ordinary cost. Faithful service 
counts for nothing. All his patronage has 
been given out; he has nothing to offer in 
that way, and, to get nominated,—coerce a 
renomination against outside competitors, — 
he must use money freely, and whatever sum 


term, and perhaps more, will be swallowed 
up in the attempt to get renominated and 
re-elected. Should he fail to be elected, his 
first term will be an actual loss. 
We have stated that the price paid 
by the county for dieting the prisoners 
is thirty-five cents aday for each person. 
The cost o“ dieting a larger average number 
of prisoners at the Bridewell is known to be 
about. 12 cents per day each. Making 
due allowances, the profit on feeding the 
prisoners in the jail’ is fully three-sevenths of 
the sum paid by the county. The rate is 
fixed by the County Board, and that Board 
has by law fixed the rate at twenty-five cents 
per day for each prisoner the coming 
year. This, of course, will take from the 
Sheriff two-thirds of his present profit on 
that point. Of course the County Commis- 
»sioners can restore the old rate, but it is 
presumable that they will not do this without 
a division of the profits. Indeed, the reduc- 
tion was made, in all probability, to compel 
the next Sheriff to pay liberally to nave the 
old rate restored. 

We call the especial attention of taxpayers 
to this exhibit of what it costs to get and 
run the office of Sheriff. The successful 
canfidate has to pay, at a moderate estimate, 
$22,000 to get the nomination, get elected, 
and meet party demands in office. That 
money, of course, is expended among pro- 
fessional political election-brokers, and spent 
to corrupt and degrade the whole system of 
nominating and electing public officers. The 
fact that the Sheriff and the County 
Treasurer have to make such expenditures is 
urged by the politicians as a reason why the 
expenses of the offices should not be cut down. 
The very men who are elected to the 
Legislature three weeks hence will resist 
every effort to reduce by law the expendi- 
tures of all these local offices, and they will 
all. oppose such reduction on the ground 
that, unless the offices be made largely profit- 
able, the party will have no money to 
run the elections, and no money will be ex- 
pended to pack primary meetings, purchase 
conventions, support election committees, 
or corrupt and degrade elections, and force 
upon the people dishonest and corrupt 
officials. Itis not eonsidered enough that 
political nominations and elections are con- 
trolled by money; it is insisted that the peo- 
ple shall, by excessive compensation, pay 
the very money which is used at the polls to 
betray them into the hands of the ruffians 
and scoundrels who run the machinery of 
local politics in large cities. 


‘THE RACES, 

There is hardly an event in the history of 
Chicago, except the Great Fire, that has 
created such an excitement as the October 
meeting of the Chicago Trotting and Jockey 
Club, which occupied the whole of last 
week. ‘The success of the races once more 
shows that when Chicago really sets herself 
about anything she does it with all her 
might. This is true of her business, her 
charities, her fires, her operageasons, her 
newspapers, her goodliness, and her wicked- 
ness. If the project is a commercial one, 
Chicago never stops until she has outstrip- 
ped all other competitors. If an epidemic 
were on hand, and Chicago really set her 
mind on having it, the census of the city 
would be a sickly object when she got 
through. This Has been the case with the 
races. Thousands of peoplé have put them- 
selves to all sorts of discomforts for the sake 
of seeing them. They have gone on foot, 
on horseback, in every conceivable form of 
vehicle. They have hung on to horse-cars 
by their teeth. Forty thousand people on 
one day swarmed into the grounds, worked 
themselves up into a craze of excitement 
over three horses and the margin 
of a few seconds, yelled themselves 
hoarse, bet money frantically, and gen- 
erally every man displayed as much 
enthusiasm of the crazy kind as if the horses 
belonged to him, and his own life depended 
upon the issue of the race. Those who 
didn’t go to the races contented themselves 
with talking about thém. The result has 
been that every event of the week 
has been more or less permeated 
with horse. That noble animal has 
trotted through the hotels, run through 
the boarding-houses, cantered on the Board 
of Trade, galloped through the evening 
meetings. Bootblacks on the street-corners, 
pending their shines, have wrangled over the 
merits of their respective favorites quite as 
vociferously, if not as learnedly in turf-jar- 
gon, as their elders. Tosuch an extent has 
this mania permeated the community that 
the man who has not been to the races is 
fast becoming an object of interest, while 
the man who has not enthused over them 
isa pitiable object in the estimation of a 
large majority of his fellow-citizens. There 
is but one more miserable object this morn- 
ing, and he is the man who lest. If he were 
interviewed upon the subject of races, and 
were desired to express his views, he would 
probably declare them to be a delusion and a 
snare, and the October meeting a very un- 
successful affair. It is not impossible, if the 
interviewer were a young person unused to 
the wan of the world, that he would advise 
him not to patronize .horse-races, as being 
dangerous to morals, as well asexpensive. In 
fact, the man who has lost money at the 
races has become a miserable equosogynist. 
The average Chicagoan who has been to 
the races is a fair type of the whole Anglo- 
Saxon race. The Anglo-Saxon gets his love 


of field-sports from the ancient Greek, or at

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Purpias and Demostuenzs the love they had 
not only of the race but of all athletic 
sports that require strength and agility. The 
race is to Great Britain and the 
United States. It has never flourished on 
the Continent. The French have imported 


| the race from England, but it has never be- 


come a national event. They send horses 
over to the Derby to run, but they have no 
Derby-Day themselves, nor are they willing, 
like the English, to stop all the duties of life 
and postpone even the most profound affairs 
of State so that they may go to the races. 
The same rule holds good in contests of 
almost every description that involve efforts 
of muscular strength and force, pluck and 
grit. Frenchmen will fight duels with 
swords, and Germans will jab at each other 
with foils, and Italians will stiletto their op- 
ponents in the dark; but none of the Conti- 
nental people stand up to a square fist-fight, 
like Americans and Englishmen, or will 
crack crowns with clubs and feel happy over 
it, like Irishmen, Boxing and wrestling, 
which were such favorite games with the old 
Greeks, and which have supplied us with 
some of the masterpieces of ancient sculpt- 
ure, are also the sole possession of the 
Anglo-Saxon. The pitching of quoits, the 
flinging of the hammer, the throwing 
and lifting of heavy weights, are also 
his. The people of Southern Europe 
are too inert to indulge in sport 
of this kind. The Frenchman will dance 
for exercise, and the-German will practice 
the feats of the gymnasium, as is illustrated 
in the Turner organizations. Contests with 
the oar, walking matches, the games of 
base-ball and cricket, An fact almost every 
sport that requires strength and courage, — 
belong to the Anglo-Saxon and are not found 
in Continental Europe. 

The Chicagoan, therefore, only represents 
the attributes of the whole Anglo-Saxon race 
when he turn out to the horse-race. He 
differs, however, from the Anglo-Saxon 
race, as it is found in St. Louis and other 
American cities, by turning out in more 
force, because he has more push and enter- 
prise, just as he multiplies here faster for 
the same reasons. Now that the races are 
over, however, it is time to let up. The past 
week has been devoted to the interests of 
the horse-race; to-day must be devoted to 
the best interests of the human race. It is 
cheerful to know that our ministers are 
equal to the task. The great multitudes 
who went to the races should go to church 
to-day and attend to the affairs of the soul.

MR. JOSEPH COOK IN ENGLAND. ~ 

The Monday lectures of Mr. Josern Coox 
have not been received with unvarying honor 
in this country, partly because he has as- 
sumed an offensive tone and manner in de- 
livering them, and partly because he has 
misrepresented the present condition of 
scientific knowledge. Some of the criticisms 
that Rave been called out by him, notably 
that of the New Englander, have been as 
hostile as criticisms well could be. Ho has 
been accused of unfairness, of egotism, of 
superficiality, and even of blank and total 
ignorance of the subjects he presumed to 
speak about. If it were possible to collect 
the opinions of educated persons generally in 
this country, including those who have some 
right to speak with authority on scientific 
questions, we presume the common judg- 
ment would be that Mr. Coox had shown more 
zeal than discretion, and more faith than 
knowledge. 

It must be refreshing for him, under these 
circumstances, to find a disposition to treat 
him kindly in an unexpected quarter. En- 
glish judgment, it might be thought before- 
hand, would be more stern than that of his 
own countrymen. But this does not appear to 
be the case. The last number of the Spec- 
tator contains a review of his lectures on 
“ Transcendentalism,” which is, all things 
considered, extremely favorable. The re- 
viewer admits that they do not contain many 
ideas of absolute novelty, but thinks the in- 
cisiveness aud raciness of their style makes 
them decidedly worthy of attention. ‘‘ There 
is a great show, perhaps a little too much, of 
strictly scientific and logical method; but 
this and the occasional use of illustrations 
somewhat far-fetched, and not in the 
most severe taste, will be excused, 
in consideration of the intrinsic value 
of the argument, and the necessity 
for effective and popular treatment 
of a subject which is, on the one hand, apt 
to be one of the driest, aud, on the other, 
has been recently handled and brought be- 
fore the thinking part of the public almost 
ad nauseam, and, on the orthodox side at 
least, in language deficient in precision.” This 
is, by the way, a literal quotation from the 
Spectator ; we should be sorry to have the 
sentence pass for original composition. 

The Spectator goes on, in better English, 
to define Mr. Coox’s philosophy. It likes 
especially his tests of truth,’which are, in the 
order named, intuition, instinct, experi- 
ment, and syllogism. It approves of his 
making the ideas of immortality and of the 
existence of Gon instinctive, not intuitive, 
and generally accepts the foundations of his 
philosophy as its own. The difficulties of his 
system do not lie, it says, in his first princi- 
ples, but in the application of them, and in 
the manner in which he works out of them 
a system of orthodox theology. His style of 
reasoning, while legitimate in reference to 
that phase of sensational philosophy and 
evolutional science which insists on the ele- 
ment of experience, does not touch that 
more moderate evolutionism which looks up- 
on the higher functions of body and of 
mind as somehow or other superadded to the 
lower, in creaturés derived from the simpler 
forms by ordinary generation. The truth of 
the latter hypothesis is a question of mere 
science, not of philosophy.” The reviewer 
concludes by strongly recommending this 
vigorous and suggestive little book to all 
who are interested in those principles which 
lie at the root of the questions which are 
among the most important that can occupy 
human thought.“ 

The chief objection to Mr. Coox's method, 
which the Spectator itself does not fully per- 
ceive or state, is that he is constantly en- 
deavoring to make out a case. He does not 
go into any discussion with a purpose to 
state the whole truth clearly, let it lead him 
where it may; but, having first marked out 
his boundaries, he crowds as many of his 
principles as he can into the space previously 
assigned for his work. This method, while 
it is objectionable from the standpoint of 
pure speculation, is apparently productive 
of most abundant results. It brings a great 
many scientific truths toa focus on articles 
of faith or practice, and consequent- 
ly confirms or justifies Mr. Cook’s 
friends in opinions which they had previous- 
ly formed. Hence it is particularly gratify- 
ing to their feelings. It soothes their vani- 
ty, moreover, to be informed that what they 
had supposed was only religion is science 
as well, and the highest science at that. 
They suddenly begin to suspect that, like 
the man who talked prose all his life without 
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the loftiest science. No won- 
der they esteem a preacher who assures 
them of this. Now, the circumstances 
which have made Mr. Coox’s lectures 
in America are calculated 
to make them much more popular 
in England. There is more need of him in 
that country. The English people are more 
generally bitten with materialistic doctrine 
than the American people. And in propor- 
tion to the disease is the need of the remedy. 
We do not doubt that if Mr. Coox went to 
England he would find among the common 
people, as he has already found in the re- 
views, a more hearty appreciation than he 
has met with at home. England is really the 
field for missionary enterprise that now most 
strongly invites him; and to England at no 
distant day he must go.

KEHOE AND THE TRAMP BILL. 
There appears to be some trouble in the 


southern wards of Mr. Kxnox's district in re- 
gard to his support of the act that passed at 
the lost session commonly called the Tramp 
bill.” Judge McALLIsTeR pronounces it un- 
constitutional, on the grounds that it does 
not provide a jury trial for the vagrants and 
vagabonds that may be arrested under it. 
The Judge of the Peoria District, who is 
fully as able a jurist as McALListaur, decides 
that the act is constitutional, and that it does 
not repeal the laws giving jury trials to all 
criminals ; and probably all the other Judges 
whose sympathies are not with the criminal 
classes will hold to the same opinion. How- 
ever that may be, the law is a good one, 
and, unless the Supreme Court pro- 
nounces it in conflict with the jury clauses 
of the Constitution, it will not be 
disturbed by the Legislature. But many of 
those counted on to support Knox are bit- 
terly opposed to any anti-tramp or vagrant 
law which interferes with the practices of 
strolling, lazy, worthless vagabonds who 
prowl about the eity and country begging 
and stealing; hence they are threatening to 
vote against MLS, and some of his friends 
who sympathize with the tramps and va- 
grants are vociferously denying that he sup- 
ported the Anti-Tramp bill which was enacted 
last year. But he did support it, and should 
not be, and we’ presume is not, ashamed 
or sorry for his vote therefor. The 
history of the bill is as follows: 
What is known as the Tramp law” appears 
on page 87 of the Session Laws of the State 
of Illinois for 1877. It is entitled An Act 
to Amend an Act entitled an Act to Revise 
the Law in Relation to Criminal Juris- 
prudence, approved March 27, 1874.” Sen- 
ator Henry Dement, of Lee County, had 
been charged by his constituents with the 
necessity of a tramp law. March 9, Mr. 
Dement, by unanimous consent, introduced 
Senate Bill 301 for an act concerning 
tramps and vagabouds. Senator Dement 
copied entire the Massachusetts law on the 
same subject. A bill was also introduced 
into the House by Mr. Easton, of Cook, Jan. 
25, 1877, numbered 120, and referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. March 2, the House 
Judiciary Committee reported Mr. Easton’s 
bill back with the request that it “ lie 
on the table,” and reported House Bill 537 
(which was a slight modification of Easton’s 
bill) as a substitute. April 12, this bill passed 
the House by a vote of 107 to 5. Those vot- 
ing in the negative were: Messrs. ALLEN, 
Hatiry, Henpricxson, Moonrynam, and 
Ronson of Fulton,—one Independent and 
four Democrats. 

The House Anti-Tramp bill was duly re- 
ported to the Senate, passed through the 
hands of the Judiciary Committee, and, April 
24, on motion of Senator Knox, was put upon 
its passage. ‘The following is the vote: Ayes 
—Ancurer, Basu, Busnier, BBR, Castwe, 
Davis, DeLaney, Dement, Fospicx, Hanna, 
Honors, Jostyn, KEHOE, Lez, Maysory,

April 30, Mr. Dement, on his own motion, 
had his bill ordered to lie on the table, be- 
cause the House bill met the emergency and 
had been approved by the Governor. 


THE DEBTS OF RELIGIOUS SOCIETTES. 

Every intelligent person will readily ad- 
mit that the prosperity of religious societies 
is essential to the success and highest devel- 
opment of civilized communities, and, agree- 
ing to that proposition, he must necessarily 
consent to its corollary, to-wit: that what- 
ever retards the growth of such organizations 
and smothers their enthusiasm is detrimental 
to the best interests of mankind. This ex- 
pression is so nearly allied to the self-evi- 
dent that it will not be gainsaid by any one 
whose opinion is worth regarding, and so we 
proceed to say that there is no one thing 
that stands so prominently and obstinately 
in the way of the prosperity of the religious 
societies of America to-day as the (generally) 
enormous church indebtedness that oppresses 
and hampers them, and under which they 
stagger from first to last. Debt is the Old 
Man of the Sea” that sits astride ‘their 
shoulders, exhausting all their best energies, 
absorbing their resources, filling the future 
with apprehension and unrest, and neutral- 
izing the devotion and perseverance that 
ought to be spent in more sacred work. 
Very few churches are free from this great 
incubus ; and what we are now saying has no 
special application to any religious sect, but 
relates to all their cases alike,—the plain 
country churches being as badly off, accord. 
ing to their means of payment, as the more 
costly and pretentious city congregations, 

The present condition of two of. the lead- 
ing Baptist churches in this city—no worse 
off, perhaps, than a majority of the other 
religious societies of Chicago—afford an ap- 
propriate text for this little sermon on the 
debts of such corporations. The Rev. Dr. 
Everts, of the First Baptist Church, ten- 
dered his resignation last Sunday morning, 
and, in so doing, submitted a communication 
to his congregation that explained the cause 
of his action. Here was a church which, as 
Dr. Everts truly says, ‘‘ was the mother of 
the Baptist churches of the Northwest. By 
forecast and sacrifice she was the foremost 
among the founders of our denominational 
schools. Her enterprise in chureh- building 
and church- extension has been unsurpassed.” 
And here is a pastor who, for twenty years, 
has broken the bread of life to this» 
people, — holding the sacred relation 
long enough to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony for some of those 
whom he had christened in childhood, 
forced to resign and retire on account of the 
financial embarrassments of bis Society. The 
debt now amounts to $70,000, and Dr. 
Everts says that they are now brought face 
to face with the question, Can the First 
Church be saved as a corporation, or shonld 
the field by assumed by some new organiza- 
tion?” The Michigan Avenue Baptist 
Church is in a condition quite similar to that 
of the First. It has a mortgage on its prop- 
erty of nearly $60,000 already, and its mem-

Des Momzs, Ia., Oct. 12.—Letters were re- 
ceived here yesterday from Nebraska, dated the 
Sth inst., from Hugh M. Pickell, who left bere 
three weeks ago to herd cattle there. He says 
the Indians have murdered thirty white people 
in that vicinity, and carried off two girls from 
a ranche adjoining his, twenty-eight miles from 
Calbertson. On the 6th he came near riding 
into an Indian camp, but fortunately escaped. 
The indians are driving off all the stock they 
can.

The 
Syndicate are known to be settling with the Gov- 
ernment by the payment of several millions of 
gold, and this is provably a sufficient explanation 
of the rise in the premium, if there is added to it 
a little manipulation by stock-jobbers. 

The unusual spectacle was afforded in the Chica- 
go money market of loans to New York. The 
current of capital has always set the other 
way, but the stringency of the money 
market in New York, as shown by the 
sharp rise in the rates of interest for gold and cur- 
rency loans, and the impossibility in the present 
condition of foreign finances of obtaining capital 
from England, has sent New York to Chicago, and 
probably to other points, as a borrower. The loans 
obtained in Chicago on Saturday were made on the 
security of Government bonds deposited in New 
York, and the rate paid was 4% per cent less than 
the New York rate. Another sign of the move- 
ment of capital to New York was large purchases 
of exchange by parties who are usually sellers, for 
remittance to New York. 

The foreign exchange market is very weak. The 
rate for sight sterlingis nominally 48%, but sales 
are made below that point, and gold has been 
ordered from the other side. The offerings of ex- 
change are larger than the demand, as the balance 
of trade is heavily inour favor. There are several 
circumstances likely to affect our command of 
European gold this fall. The cotton 
export must be unfavorably affected 
by the depressed state of the En- 
glish cotton manufacturers, and by the negiect, in 
consequence of the yellow fever, to market the 
full crop, The financial difficulties that are gather- 
ing into a storm in England will likewise reduce 
to some extent the British demand for our bread- 
stuffs. Grain and meat they must have, but if ne- 
cessity compels tue population of the Britisn Isles 
can economize to a degree unknown in this coun- 
try. If there are bank and commercial failures in 
London, as expected, there will be a good many 
reclamations on Chicago sixty-day bills of exchange, 
and this is now being taken into the calculations of 
Chicago drawers, 

Government bonds were weak. 

The Chicago banks loaned money to New York 
to relieve the stringency there, and transferred 
New York balances to the New York borrowers on 
the security of Government bonds. Otherwise 
there were no new developments.. Rates of dis- 
count were 6710 per cent, with special rates in 
specia! cases. The supdly of paper was only 
moderate. 8 

New York exchange was firm, and, under pur- 
chases for remittance to New York, advanced to 
75c per $1,000 premium between banks. 

Tye orders for currency were light.

S. W. Fiower & Co., of Toledo, write: About 
1. 000 bags of clover-seed have been shipped from 
our market this season. No separate record is 
kept of the movement of the different kinds of 
seeds in Chicago, but one operator alone figured up 
Saturday alist of shipments of clover-seed made 
from this city since the new crop began to move, 
aggregating 4,748 bags. And this p bly does 
notinclude the whole movement of clover-seed 
from Chicago on the new crop. 

The leading produce markets were rather weak 
Saturday, especially wheat, being depressed by 
discouraging advices from the Old World, which in- 
cluded the news of more mercantile failures in 
Great Britain. This caused widespread fears of 
another panic in England, which would unfavora- 
bly affect our commercial relations with the Old 
World, making it necessary to accept still lower 
prices for our surplus produce. 

Dry goods continue to move on a generous scale, 
though in comparison with the earlier weeks of the 
season the past few days show a somewhat dimin- 
ished demand. Prices remain steady. Groceries 
were fairly active and firm all around, quotations 
remaining as before. In the butter market there 
was fair activity, and for good to fancy grades fully 
former quotations were being realized, creamery 
selling at 20@25c, and good to fancy dairy at 15@ 
22c. Cheese was in fair demand; fine goods were 
steadily held. The demand for dried fruits was fair, 
and prices were steady. Fish met with a more 
than ordinarily good demand for the time of year, 
and previous quotations were fully sustained. No 
changes were noted in the leather, bagving, to- 
bacco, coal; and wood markets. Ojjs were fairly 
active and generally rm. Coal and wood remain- 
ed quiet as previously quoted. 

The yard lumber market was fairly active, and 
the recent price list is usdally followed in making 
sales. The withdrawal of the drummers and the 
reduction in stock last month both help to strength- 
en the market in spite of the big receipts and de- 
cline of cargo prices.

THE TURF. 
Tun GREAT TROTTING-MEETING 
at the track of the Chicago Jockey and Trotting 
Club, begun last Tuesday, was brought toa suc- 
cessful close yesterday, and the day was made 
anever-memorable one in the history of the 
“american trotting turf by the wonderful per- 
formance of Hopeful, that horse trotting three 
heats to wagon in the unprecedented time of 
9:1634, 2:17, ana 2:17. When it is remembered 
that the best previous record at this 
way of going was 2:20'4, the excelleace 
of the gray gelding’s periormance 
will be appreciated. It bestowed upon 


the horse and his driver, Dan Mace, a fame that 


will endure as jong as even the traditions 01 


trotting are preserved. 
THE WONDERFUL WORK 
was done without a skipor break to mar itssym- 
metry, and amply demoustrated what the admir- 
ers of the little horse have long ciaimed: that he 
is, at that way of going, the peer of any animal. 
By the record it was a better performance than 
that of Rarus last Thursday, but it should be 
borne in mind that, when the latter trotted, the 
track was at least two seconds slower than 
yesterday, aud the day was a 
aw and chiliy one, with a strong 
wind blowing from the southwest, which greatly 
retarued the speed of a horse coming down the 
homestretch to the wire. Taking all these facts 
into consideration. it is safe to assume that the 
track on Thursday was three seconds slower 
than yesterday, so that, great as was tle per- 
formance of Hopeful, it was fully equaled by 
Spat of Rarus. The trials took place between 
the heats of the other races, and when the time 
ef the first mile was announced the cheering 
that ensued was bevond description. 
THE OTHER EVENTS 
of the day were the finishing heats of the free- 
forall ana pacing races, and a special purse of 
$800 for 2:20 horses. The deciding in the pace 
was won by Lucy, thus finishing one of the best- 
contested races of the meeting. The free-for- 
all was not so easily disposed of, five heats being 
trotted before a distribution of the money 
could be made. This race was started Friday 
afternoon, Bonesetter winning the first heat 
and Little Fred the second. Proteine 
took the first of those trotted  yes- 
terday, and Bonesetter the second, the 
third being dead between those two horses. 
When the judges gave their decision to this 
effect, there was a how! by a large gang of dis- 
appointed buyers of cheap pools on Bonesetter, 
bat the gentlemen in the stand were. not to be 
bullied or talked out of what they knew to be 
$n honest decision.

HOPEFUL. 

When Hopeful was brought on the track, 
hitched to the beautiful wagon which Rarus 
crew in his great race Thursday, there was 
plenty of applause from the 5,000 people pres- 
ent, as the little horse had made himself a great 
favorite by the ease with which he trotted three 
very fast heats in bis race with Rarus and Great 
Eastern Thursday. After he had been well 
warmed up by one of Mace’s assistants, Dan 
himself got into the wagon, jogged the horse 
slowly up the stretch, and came flying down 
to the wire for the word. It was given by Col. 
Taylor while the cray was going splendidly, and 
he shot around the turu at a fearful clip, going 
tothe quarter pole in thirty-four and a half 
seconds. On he sped tothe half, reaching that 
point in the unprecedented time to wagon of 1:07. 
‘He will tire now,“ was the thought in the 
minds of nearly all present, but they were to be 
agreeably surprised. Instead of slackening, the 
pace was increased, the three-quarter pole being 
passed in 1:41M, —thus making the third quarter 
in 344% seconds. It was vow a foregone couclu— 
sion that unless a break was made the wonder- 
ful little horse would lower the record in an as- 
tonishing manner. Down the homestretch he 
came. drumming away on the hard track with 
his feet, and making music which delighted the 
hearts of his backers. He went tearing under 
the wire in 2:164¢ amiid the shouts of the 
crowd, thus lowering the wagon record four 
seconds from the point where it had stood since 
Nov. 21, 1874, when Judge Fullerton, at San 
Francisco, placed it at 2:20.

Meetings in the Wards---Getting Up 
Tickets for the Primaries. 


There was but little news around Republican 
Headquarters in the Grand Pacific Hotel yester- 
day. There were a few visitors from abroad, 
including S. A. Hurlbut. Before many days are 
gone by there will be some very prominent Re- 
pubdlicans from abroad speaking in this State. 
Among those mentioned who are to come are 
G. S. Ort, Gen. Garfield, Stewart L. Woodford, 
and others of equal eloquence. They will 
go into the close districts, and will 
tell the people some wholesome truths. 
There is a marked confidence of success among 
all, and there is every prospect of a gain in Con- 
gressmen in this State. The First District Sen- 
atorial trouble promises to be amicably settled 
within afew days, and on a basis that wil! unite 
all the contending factions. The Shrievalty 
fight, upon which most interest seems to hinge 
in this county, has but three participants,—Gen. 
Mann, Arthur Dixon, and John Hoffman. 
There is still talk of trotting out Ernest Hum- 
mel, but it seems to be for the purpose of divid- 
ing the German vote and aiding Gen. Mann. The 
latter has not withdrawn, as some have report- 
ed, but is working actively. Chris Mamer, how- 
ever, has probably withdrawn, as nothing is now 
heard of him.

The 
latter is not making any effort at securing a 
nomination, and he insists that he is not anxious 
to go to Congress.

seem to be mixed—badly mixed. Their head- 
quarters are at No. 46 North Clark street, and 
Messrs. Agnew and Doyle are in charge, with 
Billy Best holding the cash-box$ The oppo- 
sition to Kern and Kehoe is increasing daily, 
and the fight against them in their own party 
promises to be extremely bitter. Kern is 
endeavoring to overcome the bitterness 
against him by promises, but his 
enemies refuse to believe him.

FRACTIONAL SILVER. 

The following inetructions regarding small silver 
coins were received by the Custom- House officials 
yesterday : 

In the receipt of the fractional silver coins of the 
United States for the paymentof duties or imports, 
interaal revenue, or other dues to the Government, tie 
following ipstructions will hereafter be observed by all 
Collectors, Receivers, and other officersof this De- 
partment: ä 

W hea the total amount of dues, or anv one payment, 
cannot be paid entirely in the proper legal-tender coin, 
currency, or certificates, of denominations of $1 or 
greater, because involving a fractional part of 81. such 
iractional part may be paid in silver coins of denomi- 
nations of less than $1; Dut when the total amount of 
such dues does not exceed $5, such total amount may 
be paid in silver coins of depominations of less than $1. 

In making payments to pubiic creditors, otücers 
connected wich tuls department will be governed by 
the same reculations: but payments may be made ta 
fractional silver coins in any amount to parties who 


per on 


_ desire them. 


There is no provision of law for either the exchange 
or redemption of any fractional silver coins: but the 
Treasurer and Assistant Treasurers of the United 
States, and all public and national bank depositories 
will de expected to receive for credit in account all 
silver or minor coins of the United States, not muti- 
lated. which have been received by a public officer in 
the usual course of business, and are offered by him for 


de posit. 

No distinction will be made on account of the date of 
the coinage or denomination of any silver or minor 
coin.

The fail review of the police was heid at Lincoln 
Park yesterday afternoon.

ILLEGITIMATE DOCTORS. 
THE BOARD OF HEALTH AHEAD. 

Judge Williams yesterday morning delivered a 
long and carefully-prepared opinion in the case of 
Nathan P. Aikin vs. The State Board of Health. 
Aikin claimed to be a regular physician, licensed 
by the State Board of Health, and filed a bill to 
prevent the latter from taking away his license on 
a charge of unprofessional conduct in making flar- 
ing advertisements in the daily papers. A motion 
for injunction was made and argued at great 
length about ten days ago. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, after review- 
ing the facts and arguments, and' quoting the 
clauses of the statute giving the State Board of 
Health power to revoke certificates to practice, 
eaid the State Board was a corporation constituted 
expressly to have charge of medicai practice and 
practitioners, and to exercise surveillance over the 
professional conduct of physicians, so as to exclude 
empirics and raise the standard of medical ac- 
quirements. Such a Board must of necessity be 
vested with large discretion. It ought to be so 
vested, andin the legitimate exercise of its discre - 
tion ought not and could not be properly con- 
trolled by judicial tribunais. Its duties and posi- 
tion made it fit to judge of the professional con- 
duct of physicians, and no power was given to any 
other body or officer to supervise it. 

A physician might be guiity of unprofessional 
and dishonorable and yet not of criminal conduct. 
It would have been a work of supererogation for 
the Legislature to have given the State Board 
supervision over unprofessional conduct if that 
and criminal conduct had been synonymous. 
The term ‘‘unprofessional’’ was far wider than 

*‘criminal,”’ and what was unprofesstonal' con- 
duct could only be determined by bringing the 
act to the professional criterion, ana nobody 
could be better qualified to decide such questions 
than the State Board, five out of seven of whom 
were physicians themseives. *‘Unprofessional”’ 
conduct did not, therefore, necessarily involve 
criminal or immoral acts, but was such con- 
duet as was inconsistent with the 
honorable practice of the profession, 
and, in jadging of such conduct, the Board of 
Health had a wide discretion, which should not be 
interfered with by coarts. 

The generai rule of law applicable to the point 
was that equity would not interfere bv injunction 
for the purpose of controlling the action of public 
omcers constituting inferior quasi-judicial tribu- 
nale on matters properly pertaining to their jurisdie- 
tion, nor would it review and correct errors in tae 
proceedings of such officers, the proper remedy, if 
any, being at jaw, by writ of certiorari: and when 
they had exercised their decision in good faith, 
and without any intention of oppressing or injur- 
ing private persons, an injunction would not be 
allowed against their action. 

But. independent of the exercise of discretion, 
it appeared as a matter of fact that the advertise- 
ments of Aikin were unprofessional, for a large 
namber of the most eminent physicians in tne cily 
bad testified to that effect, and some had added 
that such adverti<ements were false. 

Another odjection nt Aikin was that the law 
creating the State Board was unconstitutional, de- 
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ving some of their property without 
— process It was, therefore, necessary 
to determine whether a license to practice a pro- 
fession was a constitutional privilege or property. 
Any man was at liberty to choose his own pro- 
fession, but he coud only practice it on 
the terms im the law, and the 
law could impose sach term on any profession or 
employment as the Legislature in its discretion 
deemed for the best interests of the community. 
The law had always sought to fill the learned pro- 
fessions with learned, upricht, and honest men; 
and, though it had sometimes failed, the attempt 
was in tne right direction. and for that purpose it 
had hedged law and medicine round with licenses. 
Men who had the property and tives of others 
especially intrusted to their keeping ought to be 
men of skill and learning. More than that, it was 
of the utmost importanee that ali dishonor and 
dishonesty should be expelled from the learned 
rofessions, and the tendency of legislation 
ad been, to effect that result. 
It had been expresely decided that 
the right to practice law wan not a constitutional 


right derived from the law of Nature, but a mere 


creation of the statute, anda license only confer- 
red a statutory right suoject to the control of the 
Legislature. It was not property nor even a con- 
tract between the Legislature and attorney. 

In no proper sense could the words property“ 
and contract de applied to the right to prac- 
tice medicine. Such right was not descendi dle 
from its posessor to his heir. could not be bought 
or sold, and might be lost by misconduct or im- 
morality on the part of the practitioner. 
not necessary, in order to constitute uniform#ty in 
the law, that it should bear equally u ail 
citizens of the State, but only that it 
should bear equally upon all who stood in 
the same relation to it, upon all who were under 
substantially the same facts. A physician who nad 
practiced ten years would dy that practice ac- 
quire a knowledge of local diseases and their treat- 
ment not to be attained by A stranger to the region, 
however extensive might be his reading. very 
rule must, to a certain extent, be aroitrary. and a 
Court would hesitate to declare a law unreasonable. 
because it applied to some under one state of facts 
and not to others dissimilarly situated. Anda 
Court would decline to set aside positive enact- 
ments of the Legislature merely on the ground 
that in their opinion the law was unreasonable. 

But, as the right to practice medicine was a mere 
statutory privilege, subject to be changed at auy 
time by the Legislature, and did not rise to the 
dignity of 4 contract or of property, there was no 
reason why such a privilege should not be demed 
to one man d extended to another in the dis- 

.cretion of the Legisiature. The objections to the 
law for want of uniformity, therefore, were not 
well taken. 

hc sg for injunction would accordingly be 
overruled. 


A ‘TROUBLED CHURCH. 


TILE MICHIGAN AVENUE BAPTISTS. 

The financial difficulties of the Michigan Avenue 
Baptist Church appear, to the Trustees of the So- 
ciety at least, in a somewhat more hopefai light 
than have been generally supposed. From all that 
can be learned, no trouble is apprehended in the 
matter of raising the $3,500 necessary to pay off 
the floating indebtedness. When this shall have 
been done, the Union Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, the mortgagee, will make a further advance 
of some $6,000 or $7,000, presumably on 
long time and a low rate of in- 
terest, with which the church’ people 
will proceed to remodel! the interior of the baild- 
ing. There is considerable public spirit, not to 
say Church pride, still left, and the membership 
will not willingly and without an earnest effort let 
Lhe church go down, as it has been feared might be 
the case. One of the Trustees, a gentleman of 
wealth and prominence, has as much as said that he 
would put his hand in his own pocket, if need be, 
and advance the $3,500 before he would see the 
bullding pass out of the Sogiety’s hands, aud there 
are said to be others who are just as much in ear- 
nest on this point as he 18. 

In the meanwhile plans are being discussed as to 
the proposed remodeling by which it 1s thought the 
acoustic properties of the building may be vreatiy 
improved, and the interior rendered light and 
cheerfal in its aspect, instead of remaining, 
as it now 18, dark, gloomy, and uninviting. 
As soon as these plans are perfected, the $3, 5 
necessary to pay the floating indebtedness and re- 
furnish the church in some, particulars will. it is 
confidently hoped, be raised without any difficalty, 
and the advance secured from the Company to 
prosecute the work involved in the proposed im- 
provements. As to the possible union with the 
First Church, that eo is shrouded in as much 
uncertainty as ever, althouga it was learned yes- 
terday on goud authority that the Rev. Mr. Custis, 
pastor of the Michigan Avenue Church, had very 
recently intimated his willingness to tender his 
resignation suould suchastep be deemed to the 
interest of the church. In that case bota churches 
would be without pastors, and it is thought 
by some that a union might perhaps then 
be more easily effected, in which case a 
new pastor would be chosen by tie two united 
flocks. dust how the financial burdens will de 
borne, however, is notexactly known. The First 
Church, as is well known, bas a large indebtedness 
on its hands,—a legacy of the panic and tie failure 
of a contractor rather tnan a rash speculation or 
anything of that sort. As tothe indebtedness of 
tne other church the general publicise perhaps not 
so well informed. Last February it made a new 
trust-deed to the Union Mutual to secure its old 
indebtedness, represented by two mortgages, one 
for $23. 000 and the other for$30,000. There was 
quite a large accumulation of interest, which tue 
Company, desiring to make the burden as light as 
possible, generously threw oll, and the 
two mortgages were consolidated into one 
for $53, 000. This amount is di- 
vided into twenty notes, each for 

2,650, with interest from and after. Dec. 20, 
1879, at the rate of 4 per cent per annum. —an- 
other geuerous Concession On the part of the Com- 
pany, waich should go far to show that not ail 
corporations have no souls. The first note will 
not become due until April 1, 1883, and the others 
respectively each firat day of October aud April 
thereafier. No interest will be due until April 1. 
1880. Ender these very favorable terms it would 
seem as if the church ought to go ahead. Withthe 
preposed improvements effected, the value of the 
sittings should increase the annual revenues 
and make it a comparatively easy matter to work 
of the church debt. Whether a union would be 
advisable from a financial standpoint is not so 
clear, but the subject is being carefully discussed 
anc the decision will be awaited with some con- 
siderable interest.

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OVARIO TOM. 

AN OPERATION OF CONSIDERABLE INTEREST 
to the medical profession was performed at Ben- 
nett Medical College yesterday afternoon by Prof. 
Clark, assisted by Profs. Jay, Olin, Ziegfeld, and 
Buecking. Profs. Lud! d Harrison were also 
present. It was the removal o ovarian tumor 
from a girl of 20. She came to bospital at- 
tached to the college about three months ago, 
and shortly after her arrival (July 19) 
was ‘‘tapped,” two and a half bucketfuls 
of fluid being the result. This was, of course, a 
great relief, but the effect was only temporary. 
Almost immediately the tumor begun increasing in 
size. and about a week ago had groen to such di- 
mensions that its removal was decided upon. 
Death was ¢ertain if it were not gotten rid of, and 
the chances of recovery were in the patient's fa- 
vor. Dr. Thomas, in his work on the diseases of 
women, says that of 660 cases tabulated by a sur- 
geon, 453 got well. The girl was strong and 
healthy, and readily consented, as did her reia- 
tives. 

Tae firet thing done was to put her ander the 
influence of cloroform. This was done by Prof. 
Olin. and at 2 o'clock she was in proper condition 
forthe knife in the hand of Prof. Clark. An in- 
cision about five inches in length was made in the 
abdomen below the navel. —very slow work, as 
particular care bad to be taken to avoid injuring 
the sac of the tumor, as it sometimes makes its 
way through the abdominal muscles. Twenty- 
five minutes elapsed before the cist 
was  visibie. the cutting carboliz- 
ed water constantly applied to the 
exposed flesh to neutralize any germs that might 
be in the air, and otherwise be absorbed by the 
blood and poison it. This ig done now in all sur- 
gical operations, —an outgrowth of the germ theory 
of disease. As soon as the sac was expused, it was 
perforated with a peculiar-looking instrument, the 
hips of the opening being kept together with for- 
ceps, so that none of the fluid coulda escape except 
through a ruober tabe. This tapping was very 
tedious, the stuff flowi ly but in a small 
stream. A bucket was 5 in the course of half 
an hour, and another half filjed in fifteen minutes. 
The material was about the consistency of sirup, 
and not unlike starch in appearance. When the flow 
Lad ceased. the removal of the tumor began. The

tached tothe liver. At the expiration of half an 
hour the sac was on the outside, and with it one 
of the ovaries. The weight of the two was ten 
pounds; that of the fluid seventy-five pounds, 
making eighty-five in all. By4vo'clock the open- 
ing was Bewed up, and the operation finished, it 
having taken a littie over two hours, 

Owing t the numerous adhesions, and the fact 
that veins ran into the cist and haa to be severed 
(though very little blood was lost), the cnances are 
against recovery: but the physicians hope that the 
excellent constit@gjion of the girl will carry her 
through.

On invitation of the vewerable pastor of the 
parish, 1 had the happiness, ou the 6th dav of 
last June, of adininistermg Holy Communion 
to Louis Lateau, the well-kuuwn sufferer with 
the stigmata. Her home is situated about 
a quarter of a mile from the church, 
and is an isolated house on the road- 
side. On the way a genticmao preceded ringing 
a stall bell, two otbers followed carrying 
torches, another supported an uabrelia-like 
canopy over the Blessed Sacrament. A few other 
‘devout persons followed. Along the road many 
were kneeling, and, when we passed, joived in 
the procession, so that by the time we reached 
the house, at the carly hour of 6a. u., the 
number was quite large. Arriving at the num- 
ble home, the little cottage was avon filled. 
Louise had been keeping ber bed since the 
death of Pius IX. She wore, on this occasion, a 
simple calico dress. The expression of her coun- 
tenance indicated suilering, aud her breathing 
was diflicalt. Her cyes were closed, and she 
appeared inseusibie to anything in her 
presence, but when I pronounced the 
words “Corpus Domni Moste, etc., 
she opened her mouth and received 
particle like any other invalid. I took 
particular notice of the siiymata on the back of 
ber hands. They have the appearance of a baif- 
red cherry stuck on the skip. Every day alter 
Commuuion she is immediately in ecstasy for 
about fiiteen minutes, aiter which she becomes 
impassabie to all earthly things, and is absorbed 
altugether in God. the Holy Eucharist has 
been her ouly nourishment since the 30th of 
March, 187 1. Suq has uo veed of eatiug, drink- 
ing, or sleeping, and is impassable alike to the 
wilds of winter and the heats of summer. While 
she is in ecstasy the people preacut talk and 
wonder, she alone hearing nuthing of what is 
Fus on about her, nor does she see anything.

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LEO’S POLICY. 
AN IMPORTANT LETTER FROM THE 
CARDINAL NINA, 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.—A dispatch from Rome 
gives the full text of the important letter of 
the Pope addressed to Cardinal Nina, ov his ap- 
pointment as Pontifical Secretary of State Aug. 
21, but only now permitted to be published. 
The official appearauce of this letter at the pres- 
ent moment is supposed to indicate on the part 
of the Pope a desire to accentuate the firmness 
of his recent less formal utterances respecting 
the rights of the Churen. After paying a trib- 
ute of respect to the memory of the late Cardi 
pal Franchi, the Pope eulogizes the ability and 
firmness of his successor, to whom his Holiness 
wakes known his views. The Pope proceeds to 
Say that ou his elevation to the Pontificate he 
sent to the Cathelic Eptscopate an encyclical 
letter deploring the present disordered state of 
society, and pointiog to the beneficgnt influence 
of the Church as even now possessing strength 
to counteract the moral evils affecting society. 
His Holiness. xuided by a desire to ameliorate 
these ills, addressed himself to the sovereigns, 
even those not united with bim in the bouds of 
the Catholic faith, and invited them not to re- 
ject the aid of the Churcb. 

Respecting the negotiations between Ger- 
many aud the Vatican, the Pope's letter says: 
** Following the imputse of our heart, we wrote 
also to the powerful Emperor of the tlustri- 
vus German vation, which, on account of the 
difficult position of the Catholics in that coun- 
try, called for our special solicitude. This step 
on our part, solely inspired by the desire of 
seeing religious peace restored to Germany, was 
favorably received by the Emperor, and bad 
the happy result of bringivg about friend!v ne- 
gutiations, in which it was not our intention to 
obtain merely a truce, but real, solid, and dura- 
ble peace. The importance of this object wus 
justly estimated bythe wisdom of these in whose 
nands the destinies of the Empire are placed, 
and will, we feel sure, lead them to extend to 
us a triendiy nand to attainit. The Church. 
without doubt, will be happy to see peace re- 
stored in Germany, but such a result will be 
fortunate also for the Emperor, which, with 
Catholic consciences at rest, will tind, as in 
times past, its most faithful aud devoted sub- 
jects among the sons of the Catholic Church.“ 

Relative to the Eastern question, the Pope 
says: Our attention has also been directed to 
the East, where events are perhaps preparing 
for the Church a better fortune. The Holy See 
will make every effort to promote the best in- 
terests of religion in those regions. 

Proveeding to touch upon the state of things 
between. the Vatican aud the Italian Govern- 
ment, the Pope directs the serious attention of 
Cardinal Nina to the difficult position created 
tor the Pope in Italy and at Rome in conse- 
quence of the spoliation voi his temporal power. 
“The Pope, continues the letter, “will not 
dwell upon the richts of tne Holy See, nor upon 
the disquietude felt by Catholics in seeing their 
Father deprived of liberty and of real and verit- 
able independence. But His Holiness must 
observe that while the spiritual power has need 
of the fullest liberty under the present circum- 
stances, it is on the coutrary impeded in a man- 
ner that re the government of the 
Universal Church very difficult. The Pope 
adverta to the complaints of his predecessor, 
Pius LX., on this head, and also speaks iv con- 
demnatory terms of the suppression of re- 
ligious bodies and the law of universal military 
service, and the establishment in Rome of 
heretical churches and schools. His Holiness 
further complains of the Government in the 
vomination of Bishops, and of either refusing 
tw recognize certain prelates nominated by the 
Vatican, or subjecting their recognition to te- 
dious formalities. His Holiness does not admit 
the rights of royal patronage claimed by the 
Italian Government towards the Church, con- 
cludes by saying: ‘In this deplorable state of 
things we lift our * to Heaven, and place 
our trust in God. e are not unmindtul of 
the duty imposed upon us by our Apostolic 
oftice, and shall perform it. Fulfill yours ina 
like manner, aud rest always assured of our 
support.” 


CHURCH EXTRAVAGANCE, 
COSTLY TEMPLES AND MOUNTAINS OF DEBT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caricaeo, Oct. 6.—No business can be success- 
fully conducted unless its expenses are promptly 
met and tiquidated. It is bad enough to start 
avy business enterprise with borrowed capital; 
but to have the necessary expenses run behind, 
and remain unpaid, very soon resultsin ruin 
and trouble. 

Many churches and religious enterprises, 
which unwisely and very foolishly have bor- 
rowed large amounts of money to erect their 
buildings and purchase their ground site, after 
having dedicated said building in Christ’s name 
with all the holy fervor they were capable of 
assuming, find out too soon to their sorrow and 
mortification that they have engaged iu an eu- 
terprise unwarranted by Bible teachings, and 
discountenanced by Him they attempt to honor. 
To remedy the sin into which they have fallen 
requires constant prayer and daily efforts in the 
right direction. They must keep their pocket- 
books well filled, and be constantly prepared for 
calls which may come at any time from officers 
or solicitors, in order to help forward the cause 
which they represent. in all earnestness, 
church members, as a class, are entirely too in- 
different and careless in regard to their 
individual shares of the necessary expenses 
which they honestly and faithfully assume on 
joining any church. Too much apathy and iu- 
difference are manifested by those whom an im- 
partial public would be apt to point out as the 
first to make any sacrifice in upholding the 
church to which they belong. It is too baa that 
a continual solicitation only at times wriogs 
from such persons the widow's mite,“ and an 
urgent appeal only results in opening the 
“small chauge department of their pocket- 
books, which they themselves acknowledge have 
been well filled through God's kindness and 
mercy. 

The running expenses of a church must. be 
cheerfully met and paid, or great embarrass- 
ment willensue. A pastor cannot be expected, 
in the natural course of events, to give his hear- 
ers the bread of life in all its fullness if his mind 
is bothered and heart depressed as to whether 
he will ever obtain the wherewithal to procure 
temporal bread for himself and family. It is 
bad—very bad and sinful—for any religious 
body to assume debts which thev may never be 
able to liquidate except by the sale of the prop- 
erty, and sometimes that is pot even enough to 
satisfy securities; but it is infinitely worse to 
Jet imterest and necessary running expenses 
fali behind, with carelessness and utter 
indifference as to the result. The purely 
moral and—in their estimation—God-forsaken 
people of the world can set such churches a 
grand example ip this respect; an example of 
moral rectitude, uprigbtness, and honesty which 
they would do weil to imitate. When tue 
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financial of a church are in a very un- 
satisfactory condition, the doors may as well be 
kept el -—pastor and people remain at home

Upon man’s selfishness, then, is built hie‘ in- 
nate and inexpressipie love of lite,“ and upon 
this double structure stands strong and firm the 
belief of immortality. 

Upon selfishness also is based the religious 
faith of our modern divines, who, like Swing, 
Thomas, and Beecher, have discarded the dis- 
agreeable features of the Christian religion, 
have Soldly renounced theif faith in a liberal 
Hell and eternal punishment, because not very 
desirable to their notion, but who still cling to 
Heaven and eterna! bliss, because they so much 
long to go there and meet in eternal happiness 
their loved ones gone before, or some day to re- 
ceive those left behind. 

The Professor says II there is one 
thing we all love, f is life. The thinking mind 
and loving heart do not wish to be blotted out. 
Not ouly iv our own name, but in the name of

Having discarded the Bible as infallible, and 
with it the onl y authority and basis for a belief 
in a personal God and immortality, and sub- 
mitted to it the test of reason, what right has 
the Professor to cling tothe agreeable part of 
the Bible doctrine, and not submit it to the 
same process of analyzation ? 

In his late sermon, * The Moral World,“ he 
says: It is a first step toward atheism to pict- 
ure the Creator as. having once been here to 
sow the fields with grass, and to form an 
Adam and an Eve from a handful 
of dust.“ The fact is not to accept 
this literal version of the Bible is absolute Athe- 
ism, and cannot consistently be called anything 
else. In discarding the only-known divine 
authority,“ he must now, io discussing immor- 
tality, confine himself strictly to the knowleage 
and the reason of men. 

The happiness of the believer in error is fle- 
titious and a sham; like the drunkard seeking 
his happiness in drink, and drinking to obtain 
happiness, it is delusion and misery. 

It is a law of nature that true happiness can 
only oe found in truth and virtue. Intellectual 
research and the diligent use of our reason can 
only decide what is truth. The fallibility of the 
Bible being acknowledged by most all scholars 
and independent thinkers, no authority remains 
but man. All men possessing equal rights, each 
should think for himself, and acknowledge not 
as authority the belief of any one man or the 
beliefs of his fellow-men, or the millions who 
have lived before him, unless brought withiu 
the spbere of his comprehension or understand- 
ing. All must search into and meditate upon 
the great problems of religion, or remain in 
slavish ignorance forever. Therefore, if the 


‘whole world now, and the wnole world before 


him, believed in a certain creed which he, within 
the silent court of his intellect, has decided as 
faise, it would be his duty to say so, and, if he 
saw proper, to proclaim it to the world. One 
man being no better than another, and having 
no better authoritv, and a million being made 
up of separate individuals, and not being able 
to duplicate their intellect and judgment, are 
no more authority than be. 
Tais almost universal ** expectation of immor- 
tality “ has often been shown to be no proof of 
its truth, but by none more so than by the Pro- 
fessor himself in his last sermon. Denouncing 
as superstition almost all the other beliefs of 
the Egyptians, Hebrews. Hindoos, and other 
heathens, what proof have we that their belief 
in immortality aud in a personal God is not 
false also? What authority is the belief in im- 
mortality of all these barbarous nations when 
all the other branches of their taith are acknowl- 
edged as rank superstition! If the Indian’s be- 
hef in Heaven proves its truth, then the fact 
that his bow and arrow, his pipe and his toma- 
bawk, are placed upon his coffin by bis request 
and buried with him proves also that Heaven is 
a great huntiug ground, where he will shoot 
pienty of deem enjoy his tobacco, and obtain 
plenty of white scalps to gratify his vanity. 
The superstitious notions of all other nations, 
concerning their existance in Heaven, are equal- 
ly ridiculous when plainly detined. 
But again the Professor furnishes proof 
against himself: . . . ‘Weare cradied amid 
potions and go forth into youth and age equip- 
ee with a full outfit of convictions. .. . 
ow vowerful is the nation (or desire for), 
wealth, or money! Millions hurry out each 
morning and run to and fro because of the pres- 
sure ot mind and soul of the yellow light of 
gold!” The conviction of immortality is the 
greatest thus acquired, and thus strictly a mat- 
ter of faith, and not of knowledge, logical 
research, and n. Accepted by the masses 
le to their seltish desires (is it 
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: fear, and they tremble because, it might topple 
universal desire for mouev is a strong 
argument and splendid illustration against im- 
7 — apt general this | aod de- 
re tor money its consequential pleasures, 
but how few realize their hopes, their yearnings? 
How many are disappointed, and see ali their 
expectations shattered before death! Not one 
in a million rpalizes this, his most earnes: wish 
and hope. How many hope for happiness, for 
continual or renewed health, but how few, if 
any, are truly happy! This, then, proves that 
our hopes have nothing to do whatever with 
their fulfillment and eventual occurrence. 
Wealth is a dream of happiness, so is immor- 
therefore, both are cherished dearly iu 


to be happy. ) 

ut, again, the Professor furnishes proof 
against his own doctrine. He says: Having 
onte tasted existence, man does not think of 
giving it uv. Persons brought suddenly to face 
death, as in o sinking ship or in the midst ofa 
fatal pestilence, shrick and tremble at the 
thought of giving up life.“ Well, if alt persons 
upon this sinking ship aud all in the South were 
materialists, this argument might be cilectual, 
but are not these persous who shriek, that trem- 
ble, at least in very large proportion, always 
Christians, always believers in immortality? 
Then what does it prove—this terrible fear of 
death within the bosom of the Christian! That 
the belief is vague, uncertam, false. 

If we had positive knowleage that “ going 
to the bottom of the sea”’ was guing to Heaven, 
to eternal bliss, the whole world would be. 
depopulated at once and emivrate to that 
better land.“ All would go to sea, seek hap- 
piness in a watery grave, and shout with joy 
while going down. Or even if the faith in 
Heaven were half as firmly established as it is 
Ceherally supposed, especially now, when pro- 
gressive religion“ has discarded a Heil and its 
inhabitants, thousands would flock as nurses to 
the fever-stricken South and take their chances 
on big pay or death, tor if the latter, it would 
lead them to eternal happiness beyoud. Atleast 
all good Coristians would go. By the very 
nature of their being, which is always seeking 
the greatest amount of happiness, they would 
go and face death with joy and gladness. 

| cheerfully graut that the belief as pictured 
by the eloquent speaker, and when superticially 
accepted as truth without research into tts prob- 
abilities or possibilities, is beautiful and faaci- 
nating in the extreme, vet I for one will not 
allow myself to be beguiled into au abyss of 
error over a path of flowers. Even it there is u 
Hell, and devils, and demons, and ghosts, jet us 
be manly, search for the truth only, and accept 
it as such when found, even though the 
‘heavens fall,“ and regions infernal alone 
remain. 

It is very beautiful, his description of Para- 
dise. Here virtue and charity become spot- 
leas, the mind reveais no ignorance or weak- 
ness, the heart no bad passion, and the physi- 
cal world no deformity. The land is covered 
with unfading flowers, the climate is spring- 
time, the hoases are marble palaces, the occu- 
pants angels.“ 

Aias fof human reason and understanding! 
What a pity that man was endowed with an 
active brain and possesses not instead the sim- 
plicity and confiding nature of childhood! What 
happiness such a belief might bring to human- 
ity! Oh, way was man burdened with a mind 
of his own, and could not accept cheerfully the 
thoughts of poetical minds like Prof. Swing 
and others who have described Paradise before 
him! 

In submitting, hoWever, these ideas of Para- 
dise to a slight glimmer of light, nothing re- 
mains of them. 

What has a beginning must have an end. 
Axiom No. 1. Where was .the “spirit” within 
us a hundred years ago! If not in existence as 
our individual spirit a hundred years pre- 
vious to birth, how can this spirit exist a 
hundred years after death! How can some- 
thing that bas no existence, no entity to-day, 
but is tirst formed, conceived, or bora to-mor- 
row, be immortal, never more come to end for 
ever and ever! But, if so, is not the above 
axiom of science false! 

The universe is eternal. ‘Axiom No. 
„Dust to dust“ is the only doctrine consistent 
with this second deelaration of science. If 
something, even one atom a day only, were 
taken from the great vast whole to make up 
these spirits, would vot, at the end of certain 
indumerable ages, all this matter be exhaus‘ed 
and made into spirits and thus come to be aa 
end — prove this second declaration of gcience 
lalge 

There is no effect without a cause. Axiom 
No. 3. Our minds are caused by our physical 
organism. We have no knowledge of mind 
ever springing into existence in any other way. 
Yet if mind exists after the dissolution of our 
organism, there is then an effect without a 
cause. The cause which produced mind, which 
kept min! active, is removed, therefore mind 
mist cease. No mind ever being seen outside 
of a physical body (except by Spiritualists () 
and which cannot be proved in court) proves 
that when the cause which produces mind is 
removed the effect vanishes also. Axiom No. 
3 is correct also. 

Ia it not reasonable, then, that if mind, our 
identity, has its origin with the physical body, 
when all this that gave us our mind, our 
individuality, is again gone back whence it 
came, our mind is gone also? Does mind of 
those not yet born exist or even manifest itself 
to us? Then how can mind of the dead, which ts 
in the same vondition as the mind of the unborn, 
exist independevt of body! A clock in order 
keeps time. But where is the time indicated 
after the annihiiation of the clock any more 
than before the construction of the clock? 

Woo claims immortality for Mie brute? But 
if intelligence or instinct of animals can be 
accounted for without conceding or nevessi- 
tating immortality in them, then by the same 
philosophy can we prove the higher degree of 
intelligence in man. 

But is often asked: Do you believe that 
we die like brutes!” TI answer, Are we not 
born like brutes “?“ Man's seltish nature again 
here makes itself manifest. 

The picture of “uufading flowers, eternal 
spring, spotiess robes of white, marble palaces, 
no bad passions, no deformity, vo ignorance”’ 
etd., must also vanish from the great gallery of 
the inteliect. 

All things change. Matter alone, in its primi- 
tive elements, and force are eternally the same. 
„ Upfading flowers, eternal spring-time,”’ are as 
impossible as eternal youth or eternal stand- 
still in the universe. All matter is in motion, 
and the largest as the smallest body is born, 
grows, decays, and must die and go back to 
dust, Whence it came. 

The “spotless robes,““ alas! and ‘ marble 
palaces’ also, must crumble, as the spirits and 
angels within them. Spotless robes necessitate 
dressmakers, and weavers and material to 
weave; necessitates cotion and plantations to 
grow. and darkies or white trash to gather 
it. It necessitates sewing-machines or needles 
to sew them and shears to cut them, and cutlers 
to make the shears, and forges to forge the 
steel, and miners to mine the coal and tron, and 
horses to draw it to market, etc.; and behold 
you have again, instead of a picture of Paradise, 
a picture of earth, its vicissitudes, and—that’s 
all. Then where is Heaven? Marble palaces 
topple over, too, by a touch of common sense. 
They necessitate hewers and carriers of stone, 
and—well, that’s enough of this kind of a 
heaven already. The Professor will please 
mount Pegasus again, or annihilation will be a 
blessing when compared with the fate of these 
poor quarrymen in eternity! 

His idea of the equality of immortals is also 
very fine, but inconsistent, like all the rest of this 
sermon. Please tell us, Professor, why God did 
not make us equal when He first created man, 
and thus place us in Paradise at once. If His 
desire is to place us ultimately ina heaven all 
alike and perfect, not even free agents to 
sin, simply because we cantfet then originate a 
will to sin, then why did he make us free 
agents“ in the first piace with power to “ fall“ 
and produce so much evil and misery in the 
world!

There are 
sixty students in the theological semiuary, and 
Lwenty tissionaries are seut out by the natives 
every year ty preach the Gospel in the neighbor- 
ing islands. 


Washington is having a sensation in the 
preachiug of the Rey. Dr. Harrison, a revivalist 
and sensationalist. He is described as a tall, 
slender. boyisb-appearing man. In reality he 
is a mere youth. He belongs to the realistic 
school of orators, and when he describes a 
death-bed imitates the death-rattle with revolt- 
ing realism. He gets very excited when preach: 
ing, and a few nights ago, when the church was 
crowded, he startied the congregation by mak- 
ing a spring from the pulpit to the front pew, 
on which he stood mb continued to preach in 
the most impassioned manuer. 


A daily Protestant paper, at the price of a sou 
a day, is to be published at Paris. It will advo- 
cate modern progress, oppose the subordination 
of the State to the Church, and uphold relig- 
ious toleration as the basis of civil and relig- 
ious liberty. Its name is the S gal. One hun- 
dred and thirty thousand frangs have already 
been subscribed to its support, but it will not 
be issued until double that sum has been paid 
up. Among its editors and contributors are 
some of the most eminent Protestant preach - 
ers, writers, and statesmen im France, as well 
as liberal thinkers of other denominations. 


The Advance says the Congregational Church 
in New Haven has just had a aeliyerance from 
a very bad man, coming to them with the title 
of a minister. Some two months ago a man, 
John Brown by name, came to them from St. 
Thomas, Canada, as a candidate for their vacant 
pulpit, and obtained a hearing. Rumors of an 
exceedingly serious character soon followed 
bim from St. Thomas, which subsequent inves- 
tigation proved to be too true. They were, 
that be had been prosecuted by a young woman 
in London, Eugland. for the support of an ille- 
gitimate child, and that the suit was sustaineu, 
and that he leit the country and came to Cana- 
da, deserting his own family. And yet, not- 
withstanding al! this, he had succeeded in get- 
ting such a bola upon the community that the 
church found it difficult to disloage him. He 
1 — gone, probably to afflict some other 
eburch. 


The Seventh-Day Baptists are erecting at 
Rattle Creek the largest church in Michigan, 
baving a seating capacity of 3,000. It is to be 
constructed of wood and irou, faced with 
brick. ‘The size of the building over all, on the 
ground, is 130 feet on Washington street by 100 
on Main. The general design is that of a 
basilica. The main auditorium feet— 
forms the central body of the structure. The 
main auditorium has galleries about three sides 
—and so is two stories high, so to epeak. On 
three sides also on the lower floor are what 
might be termed closed piazzas, with thin ceil- 
ings reaching about to the floor of the galleries. 
These are set off from the ceutral room by 
movable partitions, which will disappear on 
great occasions, as a meeting of the General 
Conference, and the whole space inside the 
walls will be one vast hall. The building has 
four entrances—one ou each coruer. The 
southeast end is crowned with au appropriate 
bell-tower, 100 feet in hight. 

APOLLONIUS TYANEUS. 
Rettig t- ,v; Journal. 

Judge C. B. Waite, of this city, is announced 
to lecture before the Philosophical Society on 
Saturday evening, Oct. 26, on Apollonius of 
Tyana. . 

Judge Waite, while h. vestigating in the library 
of Congress, at Washington, some questions 
connected with the early history of Christianity, 
had occasion to examine into the life and writ- 
jugs of Apollonius. Becoming interested in the 
subject, he made it aspecialty, examining every- 
thing he could find relating to this extraordina- 
ry personage. He found in the library a trans- 
lation of the life of Apollonius, which had beén 
written in Greek, A. D. 210, by Philostratus; 
also, several books in English and French con- 
cerning the Tyanean philosopher. 

Turning his attention to the writings of Apol- 
lonius, he found a copy in the original Greek of 


tion of his writings preserved, but there was no 
translation. These Epistles, over 100 in num- 
ber. were carefully translated by the Judge, 
who has, perhaps, the only translation of the 
writings of Apollonius in this couutry. From 
all this material the lecture which has been an- 
nounced has been prepared, and no doubt it 
will be a rich treat to those who bear it. 

Apoilonius lived in the first century. He 
has been most generally, by the Christian 
world, put down as a magician or sorcerer. Ac- 
cording to Judge Waite, he will be brought vut 
iu the light of history as a philosopher, a teach- 
er, a reformer, and a worker of miracles.

THE DRAMA. 

BARRETT AT HOOLEY’S. 

Amid the many sources of attraction which 
have crowded the city with strangers during the 
week, causing an extraordinary flush of business 
in all the theatres, it would not be easy to esti- 
mate with any approach to exactness just what 
advance Mr. Barrett has made in winning popu- 
lar appreciation here. In former days he was 
not wont to attract the multitude; he was the 
favored of the few, aud even among the few 
opinions differed widely as to his claims to pre- 
erminence in histrionic art. But the last two 
visits have been made ata time when the city 
was filled to overflowing with people desirous of 
amusement, in whatever shape it presented 
itself, and in such happy seasons the 
critical judgment is overborne by an apparently 
overwhelming popular vote. Were one to 
judge of Mr. Barrett’s performances from the 
standpoint of the Treasurer’s books only, it 
might seem that he had been making wondrous 
strides toward perfection in his art. To be “so 
followed,“ however, is by no means an indica- 
tion that he has added an inch to his intel- 
lectual stature, The truth is, Mr. Barrett is to- 
day the same conscientious, cultured, intelli- 
gent interpreter that he was years ago when he 
plaved at McVicker’s Theatre to comparatively 
empty benches. The appreciation he won then 
be has retained, and he also clings to the same 
mannerisms, which, to many sincere admirers of 
his talent, are a serious blemish upon the 
strength and finish of his work. Barrett com- 
mands respect—even from those who 
do not admire his method—by bis 
earnest devotion to a high pur- 
pose: that of purifying and exalting dramat- 
ic art, and by his unwearying industry. Per- 
haps no actor of the present day merits 
higher honors for making the most of his en- 
dowments and his opportunities. While an 
Edwin Adams, to whom Nature had been very 
kind, alights carelessly upon the pinnacle of 
fame, Barrett ascends the toilsome steep by 
dint of hard labor, knowing every inch of the 
bard path he has traveled. The world falls in 
love with the ove, pets him, spoils him, and 
kills him; the other it compels to take care of 
himself, but in the end it awards him the most 
lasting bonor. in most of Mr. Barrett’s per- 
formances we perceive the traces of this labor 
in the bard, cold, cultivated polish which char- 
acterizes his studies, and in which there is 
rarely, if ever, a Cash of nature. He 
arrives at his effects as one arrives at a 
result in a mathematical problem. Every cal- 
culation being exact, it must come out 60, 
The result is recogvized, noted down, aud the 
proper award is handed over. 

We very much fear Mr. Barrett attempted 

too much last week to do any one thing par- 
ticularly well. It may be comparatively easy, 
steady work for the star“ in a dramatie com- 
pany, who has his parts all at his fluger-ends, 
to change the bill seven or eight times in one 
week, but it is hardly reasonable to expect from 
the subordinate persovuages in such combina- 
tions anything beyond slipshod work in dealing- 
with such ‘*“‘minor’’ roles as Srutus, Jago, 
Polonius, Laerte, etc. it becomes mere 
hod-carrying in such a quick suc- 
cession of important representations as 
were given at Hvoley’s Theatre last week. We 
presume Mr. Barrett meant, however, to pre- 
sent as manv samples as possible of his work, 
for future purposes, into the brief space he had 
at his command. As a stroke of commercial 
enterprise. it proved successful, thanks to the 
Exposition and the races, yet it did not by any 
means give the public that Mr. Barrett aims 
most to please a fair opportunity of witnessing 
the Shakspearean drama with the degree of 
pleasure and profit they were entitled to ex- 
pect. 
It might be easy to denounce Mr. Davey’s 
company as affording poor support to the emi- 
nent Mr. Barrett. We prefer to throw the 
biame upon Mr. Barrett for laying too 
much upon their shoulders. If he 
means to adhere to his high purpose, it would 
be well for him so to arrange his programme 
that the members of bis company may have 
opportunity to become, not mere hod-carriers, 
but intelligent coadjutors. Certainly there was 
not much to be said in their praise for the as- 
sistance they rendered in such plays as Ham- 
let, “Othello,” or “Julius Cesar.” The 
Ghost in Hamlet“ was read by Mr. Lane in a 
way that provoked the general remark through 
the audience that Mr. Barfett had impressed 
Davia Swing into the serv:ce for the occasion. 
Mr. Langdon’s S@rutws was a very creditable 
performance, and Miss Emma Stockton ac- 
quitted herself quite creditably both as 
Ophelia and 1 As a whole, how- 
ever, the Shakspearean part of the week’s 
programme was deeply unsatisfactory, and 
amounted to no more than the reading of the 
principal parts by the leading man. And con- 
sidering that Mr. Barrett’s reading is singularly 
monotonous in its unvarying ups and downs,— 
a sort of see-saw, which is oply redeemed by 
his clear and admirable enunciation,—these rep- 
resentations cannot be regarded as artistic suc- 
cesses, votWithstanding the fivancial prosperity 
which has marked the engagement. The most 
notable of Mr. Barrett’s achievements were his 
Hichelieu and his Cassius, in both of which.char- 
acters he is excellent. His Hamlet and Othello 
denote fine intellectual capacity, much study, 
and a keen sense vf what is _ fittest 
for theatrical effect. He is incapable of 
complete self-surreader to passion; be cannot 
express emution, and this was especially visible 
in the highly emotional part of Vthelo. He 
makes love to Desdemona about as ardently as 
would a wooden mage, and when he calls to 
her Come, boney,’’ it sounds very much as 
if he were calling down to Bridget to burry up 
with the dinner. 

It was expected that “Rosedale”? would 
be produced during this engagement, and 
much disappointment was felt by many by its 
sudden withdrawal. The reason appears to be 
that Mr. Barrett's contract with Lester Wallack 
for the privilege of playing that piece expired 
about a year ago, and when Wallack heard of 
its contemplated production be peremptorily 
forbade it, as he had already disposed of the 
right to McVicker. 

THE OTHER HOUCSES 

have shared about equally in the good fortune 
attending all the theatrical ventures this last 
week. ‘The Two Orphans,” at McVicker’s, re- 
ceived a very even treatment at the hands of 
the company, and, although there are afew weak 
points in the presentation of one or two of the 
favorite personages, the cast is on the whole an 
improvement on that of last season. 

Joseph Murphy, that stalwart representative 
of Irish rumor, bonesty, and courage, has been 
singing his songs, dancing his jigs, and shoeimg 
bis horse to admiration all week at Haverly's 
to crowded and delighted audiences. The 
“Kerry Gow“ is a remarkable specimen of 
dramatic patchwork, but it has become a gener- 
ai favorite, aud is producing no end of ducats 
for Mr. Murphy. 

Tbe Academy of Music and Hamlin’s Theatre 
remain to be noticed as valuable adjuncts in the 
promotion of the general spirit of enjoyment 
which has taken possession of the community at 
this time. Mr. Dominick Marray’s engagement 
at the last named house proved to be a very re- 
munerative one, while the Academy has been 
literally crammed to the doors every night.

Not Miss Fanny Davenport and Miss 
Genevieve Ward have tried it very successfully 
recently at Booth’s Theatre. After Miss Daven- 
port had given her performance of osalind, 
and had sung the ‘Cuckoo Song’ without ob- 
taining the traditional encore, she was called 
before the curtain out of compliment to her 
charitable participation in a benefit for a good 
cause. When she came forward a basket of 
flowers was stretched out by the leader of the 
orchestra, but she didn’t see 1t,—no, she didn’t 
see it at all. Poor Fanoy must be blind,’ said 
some one. All this time the flowers awaited 
her acceptance, but she bowed herself off with- 
out being able—poor blind girl!—to see them. 
Of course the audience got up a sufficient ap- 
plause to summon her back to take the basket. 
She gave sucha start of surprise when she saw 
them,—‘ Where eou/d her eyes have been all the 
time?’ Genevieye Ward is stone blind, too. 
The other night, after Queen Katherine had died, 
Mies Ward had to reappear, and, though she 
looked straight at the floral tributes, she didn’t 
see them either, and had to be brought out @ 
second time before they were apparent to her 
defective vision. When audiences find out this 
little trick, they will allow the flowers to be 
seut around to the stage-door.”’ 


In a discourse with an interviewer on the sub- 
ject of actress’ dresses, Stephen Fiske, the New 
‘ork manager, expresses himself as follows: 

Leading actresses can afford to dress handsome- 
ly in private life, Few ladies of wealthy husbands 
have $150 a week for personal expenses, and act- 
resses who earn that, or more, have a right to dress 
elegantly if they choose. When the old Fifth 
Avenue Theatre was started the system of dress- 
ing in the French style was inaugurated. Mr, 
Daly paid for the splendid costumes which the 
actresses wore who appeared in his pieces. Mr. 
Wallack adopted the same system. In every cen- 
tract with a leading lady, whose part demands ex- 
traordinary costuming, you will Gnd a clause stat- 
ing that the management provides for all modern 
costumes above two for each play. This was in Ada 
Dyas’ contract, and Miss Davenport's, and no 
doubt it is also in Rose Coghian’s. One of the 
richest dresses Miss Coghlan ever wore in New 
York was presented to her by her brother. All 
the bridesmaids in Bowcicault’s Marriage, who 
wore such elegant costumes, received their dresses 
at tue hands of Lester Wallack, from slippers to 
orange wreath. Generaily speaking, stars provide 
their own dresses, which are part of their capital. 
When a star like Modjeska or Mary Anderson 
earns $500 or $600 anight she can well aford to 
patronize Worth. There is not now; and has not 
been forsome time, any actress on the New York 
siave who earns $30 to 850 a week and wears 
dresses costing $500, or playing any part where 
any grossly extravagant dressing would be allowed 
by the management. Outside of character cos- 
tumes, as in The Two Orphans” or A Cele- 
brated Cuse,” the management finds all the 
dresses.

NEW YORK. 
SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

New York, Oct. 10.—There are thirty-two 
places of amusement, such as it is, in New York 
City, so far as the returns. are in. There are 
some back counties still to be heard from before 
the record is complete, But even now there is 
enough to show that Metropolitan mavagers 
have got to be up and dusting if: they don’t 
want to fall into the straight and narrow path 
which leadeth dowa to the sign of the three gold 
balls. In afew words, there never was a time 
in this city when business was so slow with the 
theatres, or when the prospect of revival seemed 
farther removed. Times are very blue, and 
managers are dubious. Competition has done 
it,—com petition always makes the seller blue, 
even if it does brighten up the purchaser. 

Now, Gotham is a big place (I believe no city 
in the Union, except St. Louis, claims to be 
larger): it has an immense floating population, 
and a heayvy list of fixed inhabitants; but when 
you come to crowd thirty-two amusement- 
houses into the city, there is going to be trouble. 
] was talking with an old theatrical mauager about 
it the other day,—a man whose name has been 
identified with theatrical enterprises for a dec- 
ade. We were sitting in the office of the Union 
Place Hotel, calmly surveying the crowd of 
dizzy fakirs shifting over the sidewalk, and I 
had just put the problem to him in its most 
complicated lucht. He coughed, thought a mo- 
ment, accepted a proffered Havana, and pre- 
pared to **spread himself.“ 

„Dear boy,“ said be, with the paterral 
superiority which an old professional ever 
assumes; dear boy, it is as plain as one, two, 
three. Let us take, first, the variety theatres. 
There are—iet’s see—opne, two—fourteen of 
them, in this blessed village. You won’t ask 
why they don't pay, for the reason is very evi- 
dent. There are too many of them. Five or 
six years ago, there were only two or three of 
them inthe whole town. Why? Because they 
hadu't become popular. Look at Tony Pastor! 
There isn’t a combination leaving New York that 
can rake in the cash like his. And yet, I can 
remember when Tony used to hang out bis 
shingle down on the Bowery, with as little 
thought of playing on the road as he had of fly- 
ing. Then Josb Hart opened out, over in Broad- 
way. Alter he got under way business became 
good, and then by easy degrees it got to be 
immense. He was allowed to run along with- 
out much competition for acouvie of seasons, 
until other managers began to see he had struck 
a good thing, and one that would last. Then 
they began to pile into New York, till they’re 
thicker than fleas in Southern California, and 
just about as troublesome. / 

That's what's the matter with the variety 
theatres. The business is/overdone.. Fact is, 
one part of mankind can never train itself to sit 
by and see another portiohbmake money. They 
are bound to take a whask when they get a 
chance at a good thing, and that’s what kills off 
any branch of business which starts in with 
every appearance of being permanently success- 
ful. Now let’s touch the comedy theatres of 
New York. There are four of them-—Wallack’s, 
Union Square, Park, and Standard. Why is it 
they don’t pay! There is plenty of room in 
New York for four first-class stock theatres, so 
it can’t be competition which hurts’em. No, 
sir; it’s expense—useless expense. 

‘Why, with two of them, at least, it has al- 
ways been a struggle which should control all 
the theatrical talent in New York. The day for 
that sort of thing is past. Daly worked that 
scheme until it busted bim, and when he was 
obliged to quit the others ought to let go. Hut 
they didn’t. Look at Wallack’s: look ut the 
Union Square. Both of them have got com- 
panies so big that they cannot begin to use em. 
Phink of the salary-lists! There's Wallack's, 
for instance, with Carles Coghlan, Rose Cogn- 
lan, Charles Barron, Genevieve Rogers, Harry 
Beckett, John Gilbert, dohn Brougham, and a 
tremendous lot more, al) at big salaries. Why, 
the list of employes at that theatre foots up 

2,000 and $3,000.a week. It's immense. You 
take that item of outlay, add to it the cost of 
printing and advertising, the lease, the royalty 
on pew plays, aud the cost of mounting. and vou 
have struck a clew which leads to the fact that 
Wallack pays out ciose to $700 every time his 
curtain goes up; aud in order to barely cover 
the expeuses of his theatre he has got to play 
to at least $5,000 a week. It’s no wonder the- 
atrical managers don't like Augustin Daly, for 
he’s the man who first drove them into paying 
big salaries to actors, and then into mounting 
their plays with expensive elaboration. 

“Then there’s another item. Every stock 
manager in New York has two or three (some- 
times eight or te) people in his company who 
are not in the bill, but whose salaries go on 
justthe same. They are epgaged more to keep 
some other theatre from getting hold of them 
than because they will be useful to the mana- 
ger paving their salaries. That’s a big mistake. 
Supposing the man who runs a theatre has 
plenty of first-class artists to play all his parts, 
what in the name of common sense does he 
want with a lot of others, just to keep a rival 
manager trom employing them? It's all right 
as a matter of pride, but it is sure to break 
down the profits, sooner or late 

And here we get down to tis salary prob- 
lem. The idea of paying such salaries as $300 
a week for single actors or actresses is all 
wrong. Now im any other business a man gets 
just what his services are worth. A wholesale 
salesman draws pay in exact proportion to the 
amount of trade he can control. An actor 
ought to be paidin proportion to the number 
of dollars he draws into the treasury. Do you 
suppose there is a stock actor in New York 
City who brings $300 into the house employing 
him! Not much, there isn’t, And yet you 
ask why it is that the theatres do

CONCERTS. 

It is on many accounts pleasant to record the 

resumption the Turner-Hall Sunday after- 
noon orchestral concerts, It is also pieas- 
ant to record that the two concerts 
hitherto given have been attended bv 
very large and enthusiastic audiences, 
The programmes were really tine. especially 
the first. For serious matter it included Schu- 
bert’s lovely overture to“ munde,” the 
Leonore overture in C (No. 3) of Beethoven,

When one 
takes into account that this fine selection was 
produced by an orchestra of thirty-five pieces 
(six Urst violins), and those the best players in 
the city, and containing such masters of their 
respective instruments as Braun, Eichheim.

HONEST MONEY AND BUSINESS. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Muwavker, Oct. 12.—There is no place 
which feels more acutely than Milwaukee does 
the necessity of an honest and settled financial 
system. The big dry-goods houses on Wiscon- 
an street and East Water street—the places 
where men and women go to trade at retail. and 
which have a respectable wholesale custom from 
the interior—say that nothing is needed for 
their prosperity but an honest money system. 
There is not a trader or manufacturer in the 
city who is doing business on a substantial basis 
but what will say the same thing. Wild-cat 
operators,—if such a phrase can be brought down 
from the time when banks without capital were 
established in the Michigan woods,—such oper- 
ators in all kinds of pursuits are opposed to an 
honest, solid-morey basis for business. Black- 


legs want an inflated currency,—* good money 
and plenty of it.“ for there never was a time 
when professional gamblers so throve and 
waxed fat and rich as when gold was worth from 
150 to 20 cents as compared to the currency 
dollar. But honest business men want honest 
business finances. Milwaukee is a solvent city. 
The failures among busmess men have been 
few and far apart. Much of this character 
bas been given to its business by the 
thrifty, conservative, economical, and 
stantial German portion of the busi- 
ness and manufacturing population. 
They brought with them from the old country 
honest money, bouest habits, and honest prin- 
ciples in busmess. This example and practice 
has reached through all the business and in- 
dustrial lation, and has produced a whole- 
sume public sentiment. In addition to this, 
Ale xander Mitchell has been, since the founda- 
tions of Milwaukee were laid, the leader and in 
most cases the autocrat of its business usages. 
From first to last be has meld by practice and 
example to the closest prudence in financial aod 
business affairs. In ail the great enterprises 
and improvements in which he has been en- 
gaged there has been no dash, or glow, or 
showy parade. But in railrvad euter- 
‘rises and in other improvements he 
as counseled and aided projectors and 
builders to go only so fast and so far as the 
country would support the work. During the 
craziness of inflation be advised all to conservat- 
ism in business affairs, and practiced it him- 
self.

The Port of Queenstown A Place 
of Utter Ugliness. 


Jealousy of British Capitalists Towards 
Irish Enterprises. | 


The Famous City of Cork---Its Principal 
Streets and Buildings. 


The Bad Condition of Ireland Due, Not 
to Its People, but to Its 
Institutions. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Qvurznstown, ireland, Sept. 30.—There is 
nothing in the City of Queenstown to charm the 
fancy or to attract prolonged attention. It has 
nothing of historic association or romantic in- 
terest. It is a rude town, built on a still ruder 
hill, and filled with ship-chandlers and drinking- 
shops, and thronged with ship-captains and 
sailors, street-beggars and porters, aud a host 
of other concomitants of a seaport town. It is 
situated on Great Island, and from the spacious 
harbor one may have a complete view of its 
long, irregular extent. The only possible occa- 
sion when the city may be pronounced pict- 
uresque is when seen from the bay at nicht. 
Then its long lines of gaslights, and the dimmer 
illuminations of the windows of dwellings and 
shops, some high upon the hill and some lower 
near the water’s. edge, twinkling inthe black 
bank of darkness which hangs over the town, 
give it the appearance of a miniature firma- 
ment. 

From the bay at night, then, one may readily 
be persuaded that the town oresents a really at- 
tractive appearance; but when the broad sun 
hangs high in the heavens, and the calm light 
of day drives away the bank of darkness, and 
quenches the sleepy, twinkling lights of the 
night, and rever's the gray hillside, with its 
rough embankments and its ragged building 
—its narrow streets and black chimneys,—its 
squatty dwellings and its tall tenements, built 
without architectural symmetry or ornament,—- 
the native ugliness of the place returns, and the 
strangers who land at its quays are thankful if 
they have but a brief time toremain. It is the 
place tor the embarkation and devarkation of 
passengers and freight for several lines of 
steamships, and has a magnificent harbor, and 
hence isa port of considerable importance to 
the island. Originally the place was called 
Cove; but in 1849 the Queen landed here, and 
straightway the Towa Commissioners, in honor 
of her Majesty, chauged the name to Queens- 
town. Whatever honor may have been intend- 
ed by the act must have deen con- 
siderably modified by the meanness of 
the town; but doubtless her Majesty 
overlooked the topographical and architectural 
defects of the place and graciously accepted the 
will for the deed. 

The climate of the place, however, is salubri- 
ous, andif one does not like the city it takes 
but a few minutes to transport himself to some 
more agreeable locality in the vicinity. What- 
ever there maybe unpleasant about Queens- 
town is more than made up by its surroundings, 
which are lovely and inviting, “I live not in 
myself, but I am a portion of that around me; 
and to me high mountains are a feeling,“ is a 
truth to us all. 

The hills and mountains surrounding the bay, 
and the valleys ** stretching in pensive quiet- 
ness between,“ the neat villages sleeping at the 
foot of the bluffs, close to the water’s edge, the 
noble elms and native oaks which envelop them 
like a bower, the luxuriant shrubs and creeping 
vines which adorn the cottage grounds, the 
flowers and the lawns, the viilas of the merchants 
and the gentry, and the rulus of ancient castles 
and abbeys— 

Those little places that have run 

Half up the hill beneath a biazing sun, 

And then sat down fo rest, as if to say. 

**IT climb no further upward, come what may,” 
combine to make a landscape of exquisite 
loveliness on a summer’s day Mke this. The 
sweet, balmy air, the sunshine, and the shim- 
mering waters of the bay, the rivulet bubbling 
through the sands on its hurried journey from 
the adjacent glens, complete a picture which 
the most insensate could not but admire. 

The drives through the lanes, and over the 
smooth, nard roads in the vicinity of the city 
in any direction, are enjoyable enough, and to 
the sea-tired eyes of voyagers exceedingly re- 
ireshing. The air is scented with sweet smells 
and filled with dreamy sounds from the sylvan 
world around. 

A drive on an outside car to the City of Cork, 
twelve miles distant, is full of pleasure, anda 
continued panorama of rural beauty. The road 
ruus along the banks of the River Lee, which 
all the way, during a licht tide, is a broad and 
beautiful stream, the channel of which has been 
excavated so as to be navigable for boats of the 
heavjest draught. On either hand the road is 
lined with heavy stoue walls, covered with ivy, 
and overhung with branching trees. At short 
intervals the stately mansions 6f the wealthy 
inhabitants of the County Cork who have 


either inherited their wealth, achieved it, or had 


it thrust upon them, are met with. The grounds 
are beautifully laid out, and more lovely dwell- 
ing - places could not be found. It is noticeable, 
here as elsewhere, that the wealthy people of 
this country live inthe enjoyment of all the re- 
finements and comforts which money can pro- 
cure, while the poorer classes are stripped bare 
of even those common conveniences which make 
existence upon this earth tolerable. Hard, and 
cold, aud hopeless, indeed, is the lot of the poor, 
ground beneath the relenticss feet of a political 
and social system which they have neither the 
courage nor strength to modify or opportunity 
to destroy. The ugly hovel may be met with 
here in this spot of blossoms and sunshine, as 
well as in the poorer and remote sections of Ire- 
land. Proud in ber sons and rich in her soil, 
Ireland stands a mendicant at the doorways 

of the nations of the world. .Travel- 
ers laugh at her rags and tatters. 

deride her misfortunes, and scoff at the com- 
plaints of her wretched and suffering people. 
Whether for the more peaceffl pursuits of 
trade and commerce, or for the more rugged 
scenes of wariare, Nature has been lavish in 
those gifts which afford facilities for both, while 
the genius of her people, the salubrity of her 
climate, and the fertility of her soil entitle her 
to take a position iu the foremost ranks of the 
world. One is struck with the natural facilities 
of Ireland at every step, and one finds one’s 
self looking for the grand cause of these unim- 
proved opportunities. Had any American city 


the anchorage and immense facilities for ship- 
ping enjoyed by Queenstown, it would svon 


spring iuto acity of the first magnitude in the 
world, and, like New York, Boston, Baltimore, 
in the Unite i States, and Liverpooi and Glasgow 
in Eugland and Scotland, would take 
the lead in all maritime affairs. With 
all its advantages, Queenstown is this day a bar- 
baric town, exhibiting no adequate evidences of 
growth and prosperity, and with little of that 
vigor and commercial activity which its natural 
advantages cotitle it to. It is a mere seaport 
where ships call for the purpuse of taking on 
board such freight and passengers as may hap- 
pen to be waiting embarkation and again put 
immediately to sea, One cause for this want of 
growth and vigor is attributed by the peuple 
here to the lack of capital. It is said that En- 
glish capitalist are extremely jealous of any 
progress in trade, Commerce, or manufactures 
which will compete with their own investments. 
It is nard for an irish limited liability company 
to obtain.anv sort of a charter from the English 
Parliament to do business. The same freedom 
of organization and of combination is not en- 
joved here that is enjoyed by the enterprising 
business man of her Majesty's dominions 
in Wales, or in Eogland, or in Scotland, 
or Cauada. A great deal of trouble. and delay, 
and exvensé is experienced by the Irish capital- 
ist when he desires to obtain a charter for the 
organization of some important business enter- 
prise. The fate of the poplin weavers of Dublin 
still lingers in the memory of the people. As 
soon as they became a powerful and wealthy 
corporation so as to control the markets of the 
world. they became the objects of hostile Brit- 
ish legislation. and by Parliamentary enactment 
were prohibited from manufacturing and selling 
their goods at a price which - would interfere 
with English thrift. 

Not many rears since, when the tide of emi- 
gration was flowing so steadily towards the 
United States, some Galway merchants organ- 
ized a company aud built some steamships to 
ply between that port aud American cities. 
Galway being the nearest point tothe American 
coast, it was sbrewdly supposed that steam- 
ships could make trips from this port to the 
United States in less time than from any 
other European port, and wou.d thus be 
able to carry the mails quicker than any other 
line, and to land passengers at their destination 
iu a shorter time than apy other. Railroad cou- 
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m to have ample testimony of the fact. 
that the pilots were suborned by British gold to 
run the ships upon the rocks. account of its 
numerous and unaccountable accidents, the line 
became so unpopular that the en 
had to be abandoned, and the 
field left clear to English enterprise. 
To — day there is eens an Irish line of steamers 
running to any of t ports of the worl 
though the harbora of Ireland are both — — 
ous and unsurpassed. 

The famous City of Cork, the Capital of the 
South, ig situated on the River Lee but twelve 
miles trom Queenstown. Corrovh, or Corraga, 
the Irish name for Cork, like most Irish names 
of places, is strikingly descriptive, and signifies 
a swamp. The city is situated on two marshy 
islands, now connected with the mainiand by 
massive stone bridges. The River Lee, after 
passing the town, widens into a beautiful bay, 
up and down which ships of the heaviest burden 
may sail to Queenstown. The banks are lined 
with pretty villages and the handsome resi- 
dences of the wealthy. On the left bank of the 
lough I saw on a commanding eminence 
the beautiful dwelling built a number 
of. years since by that famous Irish-Amer- 
ican, the lamented Thomas Francis Meagher, 
who rendered the North such valuable assist- 
ance during the recent Civil War as a general 
oflicer and commander of the celebrated Irish 
Brigade. 1 saw, also, the ruins of the ancient 
Dundaion Castle, near the Meagher estate, 
famous as the place from whence Wiliam Penn 
and his followers embarked for America. it 
was at Cork that Penn became a convert to 
Quakerism, during a visit to that city to look 
alter some of his father’s property. He was 
thrown into prison, with eighteen of his fellow 
converts, but they were all subsequently re- 
leased, and finally sailed for America, and es- 
tablished themselves in Pennsylvania. 

The Citv of Cork has now a population of 
neariy 100,000 people, and is a place of consid- 
erable business importance. It derives its com- 
mercial activity from its proximity to the sea, 
from its mapuiactyres, and from local trade of 
the rural population of the surrounding country, 
It is a weil-built and handsome city, though its 
streets are very irreguiar aod confusing to the 
stranger. The principal modern streets are in 
that portion of the town known as the Island. 
and are broad and fine. The houses of Cork 
were originally packed closely together, and the 
streets are very narrow and mean, especially in 
the north part of the town, some of them being 
merely 0 
A poor, narrow footpath o' a street, 

Where twa wheelbarrows tremble when they meet. 

Great George street is the newest and most 
regular street in Cork, and when it reaches the 
limits of the city it is known asthe Western 
road. Mordyke street, running allel with 
it, was once a celebrated fasnionable promcnade, 
but it is now given over to trades-people and 
shop-keepers. It is still a fine avenue, over- 
shadowed by tall elm-trees, whose spreading 
branches overhead form a canopy of the 
soltest verdure and beauty. The gas- 
lamps are suspended over the centre 
the sidewalk, among the branches 
of the trees, thus forming a very pretty 
picture at night. In St. Patrick street stands a 
handsome statue of Father Mathew, the great 
apostie of temperance, whose influence is still 
felt throughout Ireland and in the United 
States. The street is very wide, and is in the 
form of a crescent, and is lined with fine stores 
and business houses of various descriptions. 
The buildings are irregular in elevation, and of 
such varied architecture that the beauty of the 
street is somewhat marred. Grand Parade is 
also a fine street, lined with quaint old shops 
and business houses. An equestrian statue of 
George II. stood in a conspicuous position in 
this street some years ago, but one night it dis- 
appeared, and was afterwards found imbedded 
in the mud in the bottom df the river. South 
Ma)! street runs at right angles with the Grand 
Parade, and is one of the finest streets in the 
city, being occuvied mostly by professional men 
and leading merchants. The Bank of Ireland, 
the Stamp-Office, and the County Ciub-House 
are situated in this street: also the Commercial 
Buildings, the Protestant Hall, and the 
Cork Librarv. The middle of this 
Was once a river, and the south 
formed one side of a 
island, the other two sides being formed by 
Charlotte Quay and Morrison Quay. One nar- 
row street not more than a wide bears the 
name of Broad Lane. Old Bridewell Laue. an 
alley not more than four feet wide, once con- 
tained the corn market and the fish market. 
The Post-Office and the Assembly Rooms were 
not much better situated. The old theatre of 
the city once stood in Dingle Lane, where Barry 
apd Massop once delighted Irish audiences. 
In the small and obscure streets of Cork there 
may be found as much poverty and degreda- 
tion aud wretchedness as anywhere eise in 
Ireland, and but a few minutes’ walk is re- 
quired to bring one from the region of wealth 
to the locality of penurv and want. There are 
comparatively few beggars in Cork, but still 
they are numerous enough to indicate the 
pressure of much poverty, and they are always 
on the watch for strangers. 

There are many fine buildings in Cork, among 
which ase the Custom-House, the Shandon 
Church, Queen's Co:lege, the City Jail, the 
County Jail, the Royal Cork Institute, the 

atbedral of St. Fionn Bar, St. Marv's Church, 

ne Agricultural Model School, the Union 

Work-House, the Corn Exchange, the Athene- 
um, the District Lunatic Asylum, and several 
fine hotels, besides other buildings of im- 
portance. 

The Lough of Cork, situated southwest of 
the city, is a sluggish, unpicturesque bdody.of 
water, concerning which Crofton Croker has 
written a fairy legend to the effect that once 
upon a time long ago there was no lough there 
at all, but a fairy well covered by a stone. The 
superstition concerning the well was that, if the 
stone was not replaced every morning after the 
dwellers in the valley bad taken out their sup- 
ply for the day, the waters would spring forth 
avd inundate the land and drown all the inhab- 
itants. Grea: care was therefore taken to keep 
the stone in its place. At length a young 
Princess visited the well, and, being rather care- 
less and undisciplined, like all people of royal 
blood, she forgot or neglected to repiace the 
stone over the mouth of the weil. The waters 
leaped forth and caused the destruction of the 
careless child, as well as of her father and all 
his people. 

The water consumed by the pebple of Cork is 
obtained from three reservoirs, situated about 
300 feet above the level of fhe city, with a ca- 
pacity of 2,500,000 galions, taken from the River 
Lee. These w rks were coustructed at a 
cost of about $360. and are suflicient 
to Supply, the pegvie with all the 
water theyneed. On tha whole, Cork fs a very 
1 sting city to visit, aud it has many repre- 
sentatives in Chicago gud other parts of the 
United States. I spent a day wandering through 
its winding thoroughfares and looking at its 
people and its buildings. It returns two mem- 
bers of Parliament. aud is 
sixteen Aldermen, and 
The town was founded by the Dares iu the ninth 
century, and it is said the ancient wuls around 
it were built by them, and that from this strong- 
hold they made frequent irruptions into the 
country, plundering the ancient chieftains and 
devastating the land. The fity was in turn at- 
tacked by the native Irj who attempted to 
drive the inyaders froth their fortresses. The 
English succeeded the Danes in possession of 
the place, but they were no better liked by the 
Iristi than their flaxen-haired enemies of the 
North. The McCarthys and the O’Mahonys 
were the ancient chieftains of the county. 

There is an old legend to tae effect tust during 
the visit of Cromwell to the place he caused the 
church bells to be cast info cannon. On being 
remonstrated with for this sacrilege, he face- 
tiously answered that, as a priest had invented 
gunpowder, he thought it not at all inappro- 
priate that the church bells should be cast into 
cannion., Cromwell was not famous for his jests, 
and this is believed to be the best joke ever per- 
petrated bv this hilarious old cut-throat. 

Cork is probably 4s prosperous as other Irisn 
cities of its class. There is a good deal of pov- 
erty in some of the outlying precimtts of the 
town, and the profits of te merchants, and 
bankers, and tradesmen is of that meagre, small. 
but unvarying kind which never allows them 
to accumulate a vast fortune, or permits them 
to drop into hupelese insolvency. There is a 
tranquillity and leisurely aspect about business 
here,uot only noticeable in Cork but throughout 
Ireland, quite in contrast with the feverish, 
headlong impetuosity of Chicago and other 
large cities of the United States. Probably one 
American business man does as much nervous 
hard work in a day as his brother across the 
water, in a corresponding position, does in a 


week. The advantage, however, seems to He 
le 


whole,tne tranquillity and repose of things here 

is quite refreshing to ove accustomed to the 

confusion, excitement, aud harassment of bust 
ness life in America. 

I have now spent more than sixty days in

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l have endeavored to point out 
some of the evils from which the country is suf- 
fering with an impartial and an unsparing hand. 
Irishmen have no cause to be ashamed of their 
country, nor need they be humiliated by its 
present condition. History has vindicated their 
patriotism, and written the story of their mar- 
tyrdom in letters of blood. Time will set all 
things right, and, sooner or later, the eternal 
principles of justice will prevail, and this land 
will rise triumphant from its woes to assume 
the place of honor among the nations of the 
earth to which it is properly entitled. 


_Availing myself of the ample shipping facili- 
ties at Queenstown, I obtained a comfortable 
stateroom in the steamer Celtic, of the White 


& Co., by the use of the telegraph, some hours 
after the steamer had left Liverpool, and turned 
my face again to “the land of the free and the 
name of the brave ‘with a feeling of absolute 
relief. 

A sea voyage is not such a dreary experience 
as might be supposed, especially after the pangs 
of sea-sickness have been overcome, aod a re- 
turning appetite takes the place of nausea. 
Among the passengers were the Rt.-Rev. J. B. 
Kerfoot, Bishop of Pittsburg; the Rt.-Rev. R. 
N. Clarkson, Bishoptof Nebraska; the Rev. M. 
McNulty. of Paterson, N. J.; the Rev. Dr. 
Hall, of New York; Mr. Maurice Strakosch, with 
a fresh importation of fiddlers; Mr. E. D. Bive- 
low, ex- Vice-President of the Board ot Trade of 
Baltimore; Mr. S. Sweet, a banker of Dau- 
ville, N. Y., who regaled me with stories of tent- 
life in Palestine in company with Dr. Patter- 
son, of Chicago, and with reminiscences of 
Egvptand the Nile. The winds were propi- 
tious, the steamer was a fast sailer, and I arrived 
in Chicago from Queenstown in eleven days.

A. C. HESING IN ARIZONA. 


Mr. A. C. Hesing’s Experiences in That Re- 
mote Quarter—The Inexhaustible Mineral 
Wealth of the Territory. 

Following is a translation of a letter written 
to the Staats-Zeitung by Mr. A. C. Hesing, who 
has been spending some weeks in Arizona: 

Gro City, Pine County, Ari., Sept. 26, 1878. 
—! left Yuma, the city of mud-cabins and naked 
Indians, Sept. 12. At the office of the Stage Com- 
pany I met Mr. Tyng, editor of the Yuma Sentinel, 
for whom I had a letter of introduction from San 
Francisco. He introduced me to two gentlemen, 
members of the United States Signal Corps, who 
were to be my traveling companions, 
engaged on a tour of inspection through the Terri- 
tory, the telegraph lines all belonging to the Gov- 
ernment, and being in charge of the Signal Office. 
The two gentlemen were my only company to 
Florence, wheré we hed to part, much to my re- 

ret. 

The day before I started, I had bought with the 
cash in my possession postal orders to be some- 
what protected against the Knights of the road. 
I found that my companions had been just as 
careful, and so we could with great complacency 
look forward to the moment when the gentlemanly 
road-agents should pay us their respects: but the 
Mexican bandits did notshow up. Of course the 
ma'l-coaches going into Arizona are less molested 
than those leaving the Territory. for the latter are 
more welcome to the robbers, since the Wells- 
Fargo Express Company ship all their silver 
bullion from the Arizona mines by stage-coach to 
San Francisco. Only two nights ago a coach was 
robbed, even of its borses, by those wayfaring 
scoundrels, and the poor passengers saw themselves 
obliged to walk twenty miles on foot to the next 
station. 

It did not take me long to learn that 

A STAGE-COACH JOURNEY IN ARIZONA 
is no small matter. 
attractions except some tall mountains; every- 
thing is dry and dusty; the coach is anything but 
comfortable. and its movements are, on account of 
bad roads, very slow. It was 2 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon when we reached our first station, where 
the thermometer indicated 108 degrees in the 
shade. Decidediy a delightful country. On a low 
mud-cabin I saw fastened a sign with the legend, 
„Gila City.“ The city“ consisted of a house 
with three inhabitants, some hens, and a jug of 
water. Here I saw for the first time the Olla, 
very porous jug, made of baked clay, which is 
wrapped in blankets and keeps water not alone 
cool, but even Cools it, if left to stand any length 
of time. ‘The water, by the way, I found every- 
where, except on the forty-tive-mile stretch 
through the desert, quite cool and palatable. 
The country is but little settled, and the eye finds 
nothing to feastupon. The only larger vegetation 
visible consisted of the mesquito tree and several 
varieties of the cactus. Nowand then I noticed 
attempts to cultivate the land by irrigation, but 
they were all but little advanced. If one considers 
that but three years ago the Apaches and otber 
hostile Indiam tribes were foraging through 
this country one cannot long wonder at the rather 
undeveloped state of things. In the neighborhood 
of the Gils River the attempts to cultivate the soil 
proved quite su¢cesesful, and rich harvests are the 
reward of the unremitting toil of the settlers. On 
the second day we passed a burial-place, marked 
by a simple, plain monument: Here is buried the 
family Vatman, murdered in 1851 by the Apaches.” 

A few hours later we vassed a large vile of stones, 

which were painted with signs and pictures, unin- 

telligible to the human beings or the present day. 

When those inscriptions were made, or who made 

them, will proms? never be found out. The sec- 

ond evening our driver took aboard a cask filled 

with water, and I concluded that we had arrived at 

the border of the forty-five- mile stretch called 
THE DESERT. 

The water was really good, so I filled my flask also, 

to be.provided for the journey through the desert, 

where not a drop of water is to be found. 

About 9o'clock the next morning we had traversed 
the desert and arrived at Maricopa Wells, Like all 
the cities on the road stretching 236 miles from 
Yuma to Florence, this aleo consisted of only one 
house, where oue may got for $1 some poor bread, 
miserable coffee, rancid bacon, but neither sugar. 
nor milk, nor better, nor vegetables of any kind. 
Maricopa Wells 18, however, a rather lively place. 
for the stage-line to Phenix and Prescott starts 
there. We were a little behind time, else we 
should have been driven to the celebrated ruin 
La Casa.“ which is about two miles off the road, 
and is said to be quite well preserved. . It was 
discovered about 200 years ago by the Spaniards. 

The outlook now begins to improve. We are 
nearing the Indian reservations, where the Indians 
live in small mad-cabins, cultivate the soil, raise 
horses and stock, and behave themselves like 
peaceful citizens. Iwas told that last year they 
raised over 2. 000. 000 pounds of the best barley, 
which they sold at one to one and a half cents per 
pound,

Globe City wm situated in about the 
centre of what is called the Siiver-Kelt, and where. 
ever you look. wherever you stop, you meet dig- 
gings on hilis and mountains. very miner who 
discovers a mine is obliged to do at least 8100 
worth of work on the same daring the yer; dues 
he pegiect to do this, any one has the 
right to take possession of the mine on the same 
terms. Of course things are yet ina very primi: 
tive state. The entire district contains but one 
steam-elevator. in the Hennibal mine, adjoining 
the Celebrated Stonewall Jackson mine. bat is 
wanted here is capita! and enterprise, energy, aud 
perseverance. I have read a great deal about Ari 
zona’s silver-treasures- So far I bave «explored 
only a territory stretching thirty miles in al) direc- 
tions from Globe City, and must confes® that my 
expectations have been vastly surpassed. The 
treasure seems inexhaustible. The metal is found 
often buta few feet below the surface, and not 
rarely lumps of pure silver, 840 fine, are found va 
the surface. 

THE FIRST MINE I VISITED 

belongs te a laborer by the name of Copelin. He 
was in July last discharged from another mine, aud 
in walking straight across the field, he founda 
black rock, which he took for silver-ore, although 
an inexperienced man micht have taken it 
to be a piece of iron. He examined it, and found 
it to be pure silver, weighing nine pounds. ‘The 
piece is now on exhibition in Shryock & Hise's 
store. He secured the piece of laud by marking it 
off with rocks. Every mineis entitied to 1,500 
feet in length and 600 feet wide. Since that time 
be bas taken out more than $5,000 worth of ore, 
and asks $50,000 for his mine. He has had severa) 
times an offer of $25,000, but refused. This 
mine is located about eight miles east from Globe. 

About twelve miles northeast frum Globe lies 


a surface of about sixty acres, and lies about 5. 000 
feet above tide-water; here virgiu silver is found

deeper than two or three feet under the surface. 1 
met the discover, Mr. Chilson, who told me 
that he took over $100,000 from this spot. 
Very near by Messte. Morrie & Cook 
have a wonderful mine, which shews a very rich 
vein ata depth of about 100 feet. They estimate 
ite value at $200, 000. 

Seven miles east from Globe is the Julius Mine, 
discovered by Mr. Hayse, a nativeof Berliu, Prus- 
sia. He has taken out over 85, 000 of almost pure 
silver. This mine has been sold to a Mr. A. N. 
Sterling and George H. Loker & Bros., in St. Louis, 
for $25, 000. 

Mr. Hayse owns several other mines, and is

who would rather sell when they find that they 
capnot work the mines advantageously, and so give 
capitaligta a chance to develop their wealth. Un- 
fortunately those men areinthe minority. A great 
many squat on their mine and live—in the happy 
consciousness of being rich- in a miserable cabin, 
on rancid pork and musty beans, never enjoying 
family comforta or what we call a home.“ 
**But no, they say, if we cannot get , 000, , 
or $100,000, or $200,000, we would rather 
keep the mine ourselves. Never did capital have 
such a chance as that now offered here in Arizona. 
That capital is scarce here is, however, not ulone 
the fault of short-sighted discoverers of mines, but 
also of the capitalist of the Pacific Coast who pre- 
fers speculation to legitimate busiuess. 

About eight miles southwest from Globe runs the 
Pinal Monntains. Although as a general thing 
timber ie scarce in Arizona, this district has plenty 
of it. I have explored these mountains, slept one 
night deliciously on the top of the highest moun- 
tain, wrapped in my blanket, and everywhere I 
found the finest timber growth. From here the 
winers will gettheirlumber. About four miies 
from the top some mines are found which don't ap- 
pear to be very rien, but have large veins, and 
thereby seem to justify the great hopes built on 
them by their owners. 

For two days I.visited the celebrated 

STONEWALL JACKSON MINI. 

about which so much has been written, and which 
caused scientists so much work. Two years ago 
there were found here, as in other spots of this dis- 
trict and of Arizona, heavy pieces of almost pure 
silver on the surface and bat a few feet underneath 
the same. A great dispute ensued whether there 
was a mine or not, experts were sent from San 
Francisco, and one of them, Mr. Johnson (who, 
by the way, I met in San Francisco), declared that 
the Stonewall Jackson was worthiess; the silver 
find was merely the result of volcanic eruptions. 
aod no silver would be found below, as no vein 
could be discovered. Johnson's opinion caused 
one of the owners, McDermott, to sell his share, 
Even to-day the wealtn of this mine is not known 
in San Francisco. It is owned by merchants of 
Santa Rosa, Cal., who ate no speculators, and will 
work the mine in grand style as soon as they have 
taken out ore enough to buy the necessary ma- 
chinery. 

I went ont to the Stonewall Jackson in the morn- 
ing, in company with Mr. Hise. We stopped at sev- 
eral mines on the road, and in the afternoon at 
Camp McMillan. Mr. Freeman, from Illinois, for 
many yearsa resident of the Pacific country, re- 
ceived us very kindly, and, after we had inspected 
the ore that was viled around the entrance to the 
mine, we mounted the plauorm and were let down 
into the Stonewall Jacksen mine. Its enormous 
wealth surprised me. About sixty-four feet of 
the vein had been traversed, and no sign of its end 
yet. The entire length runs through solid ore 
worth at least $1,200 per ton. Since Johnson 
made his erroneous statement, a tunnel has been 
dug into the mine and ore discovered that assayed 
at $1,200 per ton. While we were in the tunnel 
some blasts were made in the shaft through waich 
we had come. 130 feet deep. To Mr. Freeman's 
surprise some very rich ore was found. The as- 
sayer took it in hand, and reported the next morn- 
ing that it assayed $671 per ton. The blast cov- 
ered a spot 4 by 9 feet. 

As I said before, | have explored the entire vi- 
cinity of Globe City. and have come to the conclu- 
sion that this district with its silver treasures will 
cause astonishment and wonder the world over. 
But capital is lacking to provide the necessary 
machinery for bringing the ore to the surface and 
to mill it. Thus far there is here but one ten- 
stamp mill, a five-stamp mill is being built; but 
there is work enough here for hundreds of them if 
the mines are really worked. If one considers 
that there are about 2,000 minesin this district, 
one can form some idea of the brilliant prospects 
of this country. | 

I shall stay hore antil next week, and then go to 
Tucson. Yesterday I received an invitation from 
tne former Governor of Arizona, Mr. Safford. to 
visit him in that place, and have accepted, More 
from there.

REAL ESTATH IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The San Francisco Hea! Estate Circular for Oc- 
tober describes the real estate market not quite 
so active in September as in August. Never- 
theless, it thinks, it may look for better times 
and prices in real estate than for two*or three 
years. Two bundred and thirty-four sales were 
made in August, of the value of $1,024,500, 
while but 194 sales were made in September, 
amounting to $906,841. No large business sale 
was made last month at all, except one of 800. 
000 on Montgomery street, and one of $140,000 
on the corner of Post and Dupont, not yet 
of record. Rich men are not yet investing; 
the great bulk of the sales are for sums below 
$4,000. The Bulletan says: 

Real estate continues oppressively dull. Some 
forced sales have lately been made at large con- 
cessions on supposed values. When property is 
owned free of all liens, it is held with great firm- 
ness. Fortunateiy thie is true of a considerable 
portion of property in this city, and that fact may 
be regarded as the key to the steady values which 
have been maintained during the last three or four 
years of depression. The banks have efepped in 
and taken some property, which has also had a 
tendency to sustain the market. It is now seen 
that the banks made a mistake in loaning so much 
on real estate as to make it an object for the 
owners to relinquish title. Nearly all the savings 
banks have more real estate than they Ought to 


carry.
